GOV. CLEVELAND'S PLURALITY 
NOT REDUCED. 

OFFICIAL FIGURES FROM 47 COUNTIES 
SHOWING HIM TO BE 1,246 AHEAD OF 
BLAINE—FEW CHANGES PROBABLE. 

The returns in 47 of the 60 counties of 
New-York State have now been canvassed, 
and the result, with slight variations in 
five counties, is exactly the same as that 
announced by THE TIMEs yesterday, name- 
ly 1,246 plurality for Gov. Cleveland. The 
counties in which thecanvass has not been 
completed or anrounced are Broome, Col- 
umbia, Delaware, Erie, Franklin, Greene, 

Kings, Monroe, New-York, Oneida,Orange, 

St. Lawrence, and Sullivan. In the table 

below the full vote for Cleveland and 

Blaine in each of the counties reported is 

given, and im the other counties the plu- 

ralities sent to THe Times by both the Re- 
publican and Democratic County Chair- 
men and heretofore published are given. 

The canvass will not be completed for sev- 

eral days, but there is no reason to expect 

any reduction in the plurality for Cleve- 
land and Hendricks already announced: 
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PROGRESS OF THE COUNT. 

ALBANY, Nov. 12.—The Board of Can- 
vVassers of Albany County is making slow prog- 
ress with its work. At a meeting this afternoon 
the returns from the Twelfth Ward were sent 
back to the Inspectors for correction, and the 
original figures for the Republican candidates 
for County Treasurer and Coroner were restored, 
thus securing their election. Supervisor Ken- 
nedy, Democrat, intends to makea protest against 
canvassing the vote of the Third and Fourth 
Wards of Cohoes. on the ground of illegal voting 
by non-registered persons. These are Repub- 
lican wards. The board then adjourned without 
taking action until] 3 P. M. to-morrow, and the 
committee resumed its tabulation. The board 
seems to have agreed upon the following poo 
on the Electoral ticket: Blaine, 17,698; Cleve- 
land, 18,345; Butler, 983; St. yohn, 312. Repub- 
licans and Democrats both say that these figures 
will not be changed,

' BUFFALO, Nov. 12.—The official canvass 
of the vote of Erie County proceeds so slowly 
that itis not likely to be completed before Fri- 
day or Saturday. Fully half the returns are 
found to be defective in form,and those from 
44 districts are to be returned to the Inspectors 
of Election for correction. The defects will not 
change the result, but the Supervisors and the 
counsel on both sides desire tnat they shal! all 
be corrected before the returns are forwarded 
to Albany. Insome cases the footings are en- 





tered soas to give the majority to the wrong 
candidate, and in other cases no footings ap- 
pear. The return from one district shows 
in one place a majority of 310 for 
the Democratic Electoral ticket, and in 
another place 210. In one district the Blaine 
Electoral ticket is given 17 votes and the St. 
John ticket 217, The figures should be reversed. 
These and the numerous other similar errors 
have to go to the Election Inspectors for cor- 
rection, andit all takes time. Nearly all the re- 
turns show great ignorance and carelessness, 
and it is remarked that $2 a day does not secure 
as good men for the office of Inspector as should 
be secured. But for the work of lawyers on 
both sides, which began before the canvassers 
met, the task of securing the correction of the 
a urns would be a much longer one than it will 
e how.

MARLBOROUGH, Nov. 12.—When the U1- 
ster County Supervisors acting as a Board of 
Canvassers got through work for the day on 
Tuesday the returns from the various districts 
were placed for safe keeping in the safe in Sher- 
iff Joseph Risley’s office in Kingston. The board 
met this morning at 9 o’clock,and when the 
Committee of Supervisors marched in a row into 
the Sheriff's office they were told that that offi- 
cial haa been called suddenly to some point in 
the town of Shandaken early in the morning and 
had taken the keys of the safe with him. Shan- 
daken is on the line of the Ulsterand Delaware 
Railroad and on oneof the mountains in the 
Catskill range. The Supervisors sent telegrams 
after the missing Sheriff to send the key back, 
and in some way started a series of stories on the 
streets of Kingston to the effect that the Sheriff 
and the returns were both missing, and that a 
job had been putup. Citizens kept droppinginto 
the Sheriff’s office and asking to know what the 
trouble was. The Supervisors killed time in the 
court room until 11 o’clock, when they adjourned 
until 2 o’clock this afternoon. The Sheriff sent 
the key of the safe back about noon, and the re- 
turns were found all right. The ludicrous as- 
pect of affairs made everybody grin, and the 
Sheriff never expects to hear the last of 
it. What makes the matter worse is that 
there are two keys to the safe, one of which was 
carefully locked up inside, while the other was 
carefully lugged off tothe top of the Catskill 
Mountains. The countiug of the Electoral vote 
was tinished about 3 o’clock, when THE TIMEs’s 
figures, 59 plurality for Blaine, were declared to 
be officially correct. The returns from the Sec- 
ond District of the town of Lloyd for member of 
Assembly were found to be irregular this even- 
ing, because the name of the Republican candi- 
date elect, Gilbert D. B. Hasbrouck. was not 
spelledin full. Finally the canvassers allowed 
the vote and the count was completed to-night.

PPLE ADEE 
DUDLEY’S WESTERN WORKERS. 

WASHINGTON, Noy. 12.—Col. William W. 
Dudley being no longer at the head of the Pen- 
sion Office, some of the facts concerning the 
bandling of the brigade of special pension ex- 
aminers in the Ohio and Indiana campaigns are 
beginning to see the light. The denials put 
forth when the Commissioner was charged with 
using his forces to aid Blaine were not believed 
at the time,and the facts do not bear them 
out. It is true that carefully worded 
printed instructions were given to each 
epecial examiner sent out, cautioning 
him to be impartial in his treatment of pension 
claimants, and telling him to make no distinc- 
tion between them because of their political 
leanings. These instructions, however, were 
issued Merely as a convenient thing to fail back 
upon in case the activity of tbe officeholding 
workers for Blaine excited unfavorable talk. 
In addition to the reguiar instructions the Ex- 
aminers received explicit verbal orders from the 
chief of the Division of Special Examiners, to 
so do their work in the October States as to help 
swell the vote for the Republican candidates. It 
will hardly be believed that such orders were 
given by a subordinate officer without the 
knowledge of his superior, Col. Dudley. The 
utmost care was taken to select the right sort of 
examiners to do this political work, but in at 
least one case a Cleveland adherent was put on 
duty and followed his instructions closely, after 
mentaily substituting Democrat for Republican.

CLEVELAND MEN CELEBRATING. 

NO FAITH PUT IN THE ABSURD CLAIMS OF 
THE BLAINE MANAGERS. 

WHITEHALL, N. Y., Nov. 12.—The Democ- 
racy of Whitehall and Fort Ann are celebrating 
this evening. To-day the Whitehall Times start- 
ed the jubilee by appearing printed in red ink, 
with profusely illustrated pages. To-night a 
procession of a thousand men, with banners 
and torches, and three bands of music, are parad- 
ing the streets in honor of the election of Cleve- 
land and Hendricks. Cannon are firing, resi- 
dences are illuminated, and the air is lurid with 
red fire and fireworks. It is the grandest demon- 


stration ever held here, and the people are wild 
with joy at the election of Cleveland and Hen- 
dricks, 

Rocuester, N. Y., Nov. 12.—There was 
a great demonstration here to-night in honor of 
the election of Cleveland. All the city Demo- 
cratic clubs turned out, and many independent 
Republicans paraded with them, wearing roost- 
ers in their hats, carrying brooms and Cleveland 
banners. Cannon were fired, and the streets 
were crowded with spectators. 

CANAJOHARIE, N. Y., Nov. 12.—This vil- 
lage was filled with a thousand people to- 
night celebrating the victory of Cleveland. 
There were fireworks without limit, bonfires, 
cannon fired, and the campaign clubs paraded. 

JAMESTOWN, N. Y., Nov. 12.—Every day 
except Sunday fora week the Democrats have 
fired cannon, and to-night the enthusiasm cul- 
minated in a torchlight parade, illuminations, 
fireworks, and speeches. Delegations were vres- 
ent from the neighboring towns. The demon- 
stration was in every respect highly creditable 
to the managers, and every one was happy. 


BRATTLEBOROUGH, Vt., Nov. 12.—The 
Brattieborough Democrats and independents 
have literally painted the town crimson to-night 
in honor of Cleveland’s election. There were 
hundreds of people in line from the various 
towns in this State and the adjoining Massa- 
chusetts and New-Hampshiretowns.

rom the country districts with hay wagons and 
other teams filled with enthusiastic crowds 
joined the procession.

76,” &e., were carried. Great enthusiasm pre- 
vailed, and the parade was one of the largest of 
its kind ever seen in this city. 


ALEXANDRIA, Va., Nov. 12. The all day 
celebration of the Democrats of this city in 
honor of the election of Cleveland and Hen- 
dricks was the grandest affair of the kind that 
ever occurred here. The procession was im- 
mense. After the procession 5,000 people were 
fed ata barbecue where whole oxen and sheep 
were roasted.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 12.—The Cleve- 
land and Hendricks Army and the independent 
Republican organizations of Milwaukee to-night 
formally celebrated the election of President 
Cleveland.

8 o’clock the forces: formed a procession and 
paraded the principal streets of the city. Four 
thousand to 5,000 men were in line, and the pro- 
cession was witnessed by thousands of Demo- 
erats. The regularly organized companies car- 
ried torches, and the independent Republicans 
carried new brooms. Many business houses 
and dwellings along the route were brill- 
iantly illuminated and decorated.

IDIOCY IN WASHINGTON. 

THE ‘‘GREAT FRAUD” ABOUT WHICH JUDGE 
JOSLYN HAS EXCLUSIVE INFORMATION, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—A great many 

anxious and excited persons have been hovering 
about the bulletin boards and telegraph offices 
in Washington thelast week looking forstartling 
news from New-York, and most of them are 
distressed simply because they are not con- 
vinced that the election was over on Nov. 4. 
But no such precipitate and unnecessary idiocy 
has been manifested by anybody else as by Mr. 
Joslyn, Assistant Secretary of the Interior, ex- 
hibits to-day in the columns of an evening 
paper. He evidently supposes that the election 
is to be gone over a second time, and has not 
heard that all the ballots cast were destroyed as 
soon as counted, and that there can be no going 
behind the returns. The Critic has the follow- 
ing. showing that Mr. Teller’s assistant has been 
made the victim of a practical joke: 

** Assistant Secretary Josiyn has received in- 
formation from excellent Democratic authority 
in New-York that the partiul recount of the bal- 
lots cast in New-York County has disclosed:a 
fraudulent Democratic trick which wiil give 
Blaine at least 4,500 more votes. The County

THE EPIDEMIC SPREADING WITH 
STARTLING RAPIDITY. 
NEARLY FIFTY DEATHS YESTERDAY IN THE 
GAY FRENCH CAPITAL—AN INCENDIARY 

APPEAL TO THE LOWEST CLASSES. 

Paris, Nov. 12.—It is not clearly known 
how the cholera originated in the Breteuil 
Asylum for Old People. Itissupposed, however, 
tnat it was brought in by some inmate returning 
from a holiday. So far 44 deaths have occurred 
inthe asylum. The mortality is greater among 
the men than the women. There are altogether 250 
inmates in theasylum. The district round about is 
healthy. Tne nuns fearlessly attend the patients 
in the asylum, where the chapel has been con- 
verted into a cholera ward. 

Two soldiers of the guard at the Elysée palace 
were seized with cholera to-day. One died 
almost immediately. Theso cases have caused a 
profound sensation. 

There were in Paris yesterday, exclusive of the 
hospitals, 152 fresh cases of cholera and 56 deaths, 
At the hospitais yesterdav 132 fresh cases were 
admitted and 51 patients. There remain 271 un- 
der treatment. In the 18 hours ending at 6 
o’clock to-night 43 deaths from cholera occurred 
in Paris. Of these 26 were in the hospital and 17 
in the city. 

Steps are being taken to remove the troops of 
the garrisons to barracks outside the city. 

Three deaths have occurred in the prison at 
Melun, near Fontainebleau. 

At Melun, in the last 48 hours, there have been 
7 cases and 2 deaths. 

M. Jules Valles has an article in the Ori du 
Peuple which urges the people who dwell in the 
slums of Paris to migrate to the wealthier parts 
of the city. He tells them to occupy the fash- 


ionable houses that are deserted and to help 
themselves to wholesome food.

BrusseEts, Nov. 12.—The Réforme asserts 
that several fatal cases of epidemic cholera have 
occurred at Brussels and at Halle. The Brussels 
Board of Health, however, declares that no case 
bas occurred in this city. 


Lisson, Nov. 12.—Orders have been 
issued proclaiming a quarantine of five days for 
vessels arriving at Portuguese ports trom En- 
gland, Germany, Holland, and Belgium, and 
seven days for those arriving from France.

GEN. GORDON’S FATE. 

Lonpow, Nov. 13.—A dispatch from Cairo 
to Reuter’s Telegram Agency states that fresh 
rumors are current there that Khartoum was 
captured by the Mahdi and Gen. Gordon mas- 
sacred in the latter part of September. 

The Cairo correspondent of the Daily News 
states that the Messrs. Monoulides, a firm of 


Greek merchants, have received advices from 
their partner, the Greek Consul at Khartoum, 
that that city issafe. There have been plenty 
of desertions from the provisional corps at 
Khartoum, but none have occurred from Gen. 
Gordon’s regular force. 

The Government bas issued deficiency esti- 
mates with reference to the cost of the Nile ex- 
pedition. The army will require £1,000,000 more 
than pg | estimated and the navy £824,- 
000. Forthe Pachuana expedition the Govern- 
ment estimates that £675,000 will be required by 
the army and £50,000 by the navy. 


Doneoua. Nov. 12.—Major Wortley and 
four attendants have ridden across the desert by 
way of Selimaho. They report that it is impos- 
sible for a hostile force to use this route’to cut 
the English off from their base. Any force 
which should attempt to pass from Kordofan to 
Upper Egypt would be obliged to strike the Nile 
at Dongola. Dongola is tous the strategical 
gate to Egypt,and whoever controls this pos- 
sesses the key to the situation. 


ALEXANDRIA, Nov. 12.—The Egyptian 
Government has determined to collect the ar- 
rears of taxes now due. It will seize goods or 
cattle when payment is refused.

THE FRENCH IN CHINA, 

Hone Kona, Nov. 12.—The French casual- 
ties in the fight on the Tamsui road last week 
were trifling. 

The situation of the French in Tonquin is daily 
becoming more perilous. The outposts are sub- 
ject to constant attacks,and great difficulty is 
experienced in procuring provisions in the terri- 


tory between Hanoi and Sontay, and daily skir- 
mishes take place. The health of the troops at 
Bac-Ninh is bad, and numbers of the men are 
unfit for service. The Chinese are still besetting 
Kee-Lung. 


Paris, Nov. 12.—The steamer Feihoo, 
which has been announced as;having been capt- 
ured by the French fieet in Chinese waters, has 
merely been detained for acting in a contraband 
manner atthe ports of Formosa. The Feihoo 
belongs tothe European administration of the 
Chinese Customs Service. 


LonpDon, Nov. 12.—-A Berlin correspond- 
ent of the Standard says: * China will in no 
case consent to even a temporary occupation of 
the island of Formosa by France.’”’ The Vienna 
correspondent of the same paper hears that the 
Court at Pekin has orde’ed the dispatch of Chi- 
nese troops to Tonquin to be suspended.

EXCITEMENT IN MONTREAL. 


THE TROUBLE WHICH MR. CHINIQUY’S 
LECTURES HAVE CAUSED. 
MONTREAL, Noy. 12.—There is an un- 
pleasant prospect of serious religious riots 
arising out of the lectures being delivered 
in various French Protestant churches of 
this city by the Rey. Mr. Chiniquy, ex- 
priest of the Roman Catholic Church, 
now laboring for the conversion of his former 
coreligionists. Mr. Chiniquy has delivered sev- 
eral lectures within the past week or so, and on 
each occasion more or less disturbance has oc- 
curred, large bodies of police being nec- 
essary to quell the disorders, Previ- 


ously the disorderly element has been 
contined entirely to the French = and 
afew Roman Catholics, who turned out on one 
or two evenings to the number of several thou- 
sands. To-night, however, affairs assumed a 
new aspect by the appearance on the scene 
of a well-organized body of young fellows 
some five hundred strong, armed with heavy 
sticks and axehandles, who marched in military 
order under the command of a recognized leader 
to l’Eglise du St. Sauveur, Canning-street, where 
Mr. Chiniquy was lecturing, and announced 
their intention of protecting him, which they 
did most effectually, the opposing element being 
taken by surprise and completely overmatched. 
The latter were not reinforced until too late and 
thetwo bodies were thus kept anvart without 
much difficulty by a force of 60 constables under 
the Chief of Police himself. By this move to- 
night the issue is made a direct one between 
Catholic and Protestant, although Mr. Chiniquy 
is upheld only by @ section of the Protestant 
population. 
he protecting party ‘to-night was comprised 
chiefly of Protestant members of the volunteer 
force, in plain clothes of course, and was evi- 
dently thoroughly drilled. After escorting Mr. 
Chiniquy home they held a mass meeting, 
at which speeches were made calling for 
a thousand men on Sunday night, when the ex- 
riest speaks at Russell Hall. A counter call 
as been made by the French Catholics, chiefly 
students of Laval and Victoria Colleges, and un- 
less stringent measures are adopted by the police 
a serious riot will be unavoidable. 





CHARGED WITH A HEINOUS CRIME. 

PHILADELPHIA Noy. 12.—Michael Ma- 
loney, James Buchanan, James Otis, Edward 
Otis, and William and Michael Malone were put 
on trial to-day inthe Quarter Sessions charged 
with a criminal assault on Mrs. Annie Roseberry, 
amarried woman. The woman was employed at 


a mill on Adams-street, between Gaul and 
Almond, owned by Buchbanan’s father, and lived 
at 2,475 Frankford-avenue. She testified that on 
Saturday, Aug. 2, while on her way home, she 
became bewildered. She met some men standing 
ona biidge and asked them to point out the 
proper direction for her. She was recog- 
nized by James Buchanan who - said 
that he would take her home. She went 
oa accompanied by him and the other men. She 
claims they assaulted her there and also in a 
stable to which they took her. She positively 
identified all the assailants. The defense set up 
a complete denial of the woman’s story. Testi- 
mony was produced to show that the woman 
had some difficulty in getting her ‘wages, 
amounting to about $4, from Buchanan’s father, 
and threatened to make trouble. It was testified 
that on the Saturday of the alleged occurrence 
Buchanan had gone to Atlantic City with some 
friends and remained there until the following 
Monday night. 





A MURDERER CAPTURED. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 12.—The people 
of the village of Waukesha are greatly excited 
to-night over the arrest of the murderer of John 
Adkins. The crime was committed ljast Satur- 
day afternoon. Adkins, who had been to the 
village, visited a woodshed upon returning 
home, It was nearly dark, and as heentered the 
shed a man rushed out firing a pistol as 
he reached the doorway. The _ ball 
struck the farmer killing himinstantly. To-day 
a disreputable young man named George Cos- 
grove was found wandering around in the woods, 
and he was arrested on suspicion. He at once 
confessed that he was the man wanted, and said 
he killed Adkins, as he thought, to save his own 
lite, supposing the farmer was looking for 
him to kill him. No one _ believes this 
story. The arrest naturally caused great 
excitement, and young men are flocking to the 
town, bent on lynching Cosgrove. It is believed, 
however, that better counsel will prevail, and 
that no attack will be made on the jail to-night, 
although rumors have been started that such is 
to be the case. Cosgrove is 30 years old. He isa 
son of a Justice of the Peace, but drink and 
shiftlessness have made him a common vagrant. 
His father is one of the most respected men in 
Waukesha County.

IDLE HANDS IN PHILADELPHIA, 


OUTLINE OF THE CONDITION OF MANUFAC- 
TURING INDUSTRIES. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Nov. 12.—The 
Times to-morrow will print very compiete re- 
ports of the condition of manufacturing indus- 
tries in this city, showing that many thousand 
operatives are idle. The streets of Mana- 
yunk, a very important manufacturing sub- 
urb, are full of idie men. Over 6,000 
persons are out of work. Half of this number 
are men; the remainder is composed of 
women, girls, and boys. All have been 
toarown out of employment since midsum- 
mer by the shutting down of the cotton 
and woolen mills that have always been the 
mainstay of the masses of the T'wenty-first 
Ward. For the iast six months the manufactur- 
ing interests of Manayunk have been steadily 
declining and to-day, according to an old 
resident, who said he had _ lived in 
the town for 65 years, there has 
never been so much poverty, and the place has 
never before been so dead and dull. Day by day 
the situation has been growing more 
serious, and those who are out of work 
have come to look upon their mis- 
fortune philosophically, with nothing to do 
but walk about helplessly with their hands in 
their pockets hoping for better times. The idle 
men do not seem to have any clear idea of the 
cause of their troubles, and of half a bundred 
spoken to by reporters not one had anything to 
say on that point. They had no work, and that 
was all they knew or apparently cared to know. 
The ordinary observer on taking a walk along 
the streets of Kensington and Richmond 
would come away with the impression that 
business is brisk and labor fully employed. A 
deeper inquiry is sufticient to show that the 
varied industries of that thickly populated dis- 
trict are not as flourishing as they appear. 
Work is going on in nearly every one of 
the thousand mills, factories, and foundries, but 
in no single case are all nands empioyed, and in 
not One instance are those bands who are en- 
gaged working full time. At Tacuny a pla- 
eard on the great gates of Disston’s saw mills 
announces that with the exception of foreman 
and boys no hands will be needed in the works 
till further notice. ** This action,” says the same 
placard, **has not been caused by the late elec- 
tion.”’ 

At Cramp & Son’s ship building yard there is 
one ship on the stocks, and in place of 1,800 men 
at work there are now only 600. In all about 6,000 
hands are employed in the districts of Frankford, 
Kensington, and Richmond, and these figures 
are probably considerably within the mark. 
Nevertheless, the people are for the most part 
hopeful of better times, and manufacturers, as a 
majority, say that when once political matters 
are againin order and the effect of the late elec- 
tion is over business will look up as good as ever. 





A BLOCK OF HOUSES ON FIRE, 


THE INCENDIARY WORK OF NEGROES IN 
EUFAULA—LOSS $100,000. 

EvFAULA, Ala., Nov. 12.—The fourth of a 
series of incendiary fires within the past week 
occurred this morning, which has added terror 
tothe already agitated people of this section 
over the attitude of the negroes. Previous fires 
were confined to stables and outhouses, but since 
the declaration of thoughtless persons that the 
negroes would be put back intoslavery the burn- 
ing of this morning is taken as a warning of the 
animosity of the negroes against the white 
people. The fire this morning broke out 
in Long’s Hotel block, the hotel being 


up stairs and fronting two streets, Broad 
and Eufaula and having 12 stores underneath. 
The fire spread rapidly, and by the time the Fire 
Department could get to work the flames had 
taken a tirm hold and burned steadily, eating its 
way. Two hundred and sixty bales of cotton 
piled in Eufaula-street impeded the work of the 
tiremen, and atter the cotton took fire there was 
no effective work done on that street to put down 
the fire. The guests in the hotel had a narrow 
escape from sutfocating, the rooms of many be- 
ing fillled with smoke before the occupants were 
aroused, and when egress was sought it was found 
that the stairway of the ladies’ entrance was 
blocked with trunks and other articles, and this 
being their only way out they had to make their 
way over the obstructions as best they could, 
some in their night clothes. The following are 
some of the losses: The drummer for a New-Or- 
leans house lost two sample trunks valued at 
$1,500 and personal effects valued at $500. C. I. 
McLaughiin, local agent of the Central Railroad 
Company, $1,500 in furniture and personal ef- 
fects; insured for $500. Mr. Long, ho- 
tel proprietor, $2,5 in furniture, car- 
pets, &c.; insured for $1,000. Mrs. Ricks 
and two daughters, $600; insurance, $1,000. 
The losses by merchants are: John McNab, 
owner of the hote! building and stores, $15,000; 
insurance, $10,000, with local agencies. Max 
Kreh, boot and shoe dealer, $7,000; insurance, 
$5, Tuchman & Golden, clothing, $1,300; no 
insurance. Petriup’s bookstore, $3,000; insur- 
ance, $4,000. Steiner, dry goods, $3,000; insur- 
ance, $1,000. D. Levy, dry goods and clothing, 
$1,500; insurance, $1,000. Cory & Milod, 
candy factory, $500, insured; Odd Fellows’ Hall, 
$1,500; insurance, $900. Folson & McNeil, stove 
and tin house, $3,500; insurance, $1,250. Jacob 
Rameer. vacant store, $3,000; no insurance; Cen- 
tral Market, $600; no insurance. 

A number of chickens, turkeys, two Jersey 
calves, and a cow belonging to the hotel perished. 
The total loss to insurance companies repre- 
sented by local agents is $65,000; aggregate loss 
is about $100,000. 





QUARANTINE IN CANADIAN PORTS. 

Orrawa, Ontario, Nov. 12.—There ap- 
pears to have been a general misunderstanding 
in regard to the effect of the recent order of the 
Government suspension of quarantine regula- 
tions at Point Edward, on Detroit River. Under 
an order in Council of April, 1880, it was provided 
that importation of cattle and swine from the 
United States should be absolutely prohibited. 
Under an order in Council of February, 1822, the 
regulations were amended so that cattle for 
breeding purposes could be imported at Point 
Edward under strict quarantine, arrange- 
ments which would prevent the possibility 
of diséase being introduced among Canadian 
cattle. A short time ago the Minister of Agri- 
culture learned that contagious disease contin- 
ued to exist among cattle in Western States, 
and fearing that even with strict quarantine 
regulations the disease might enter, and thus 
Canada be scheduled by the British Government 
and Canadian cattle prevented being imported 
into Great Britain, he took the precaution of 
suspending the quarantine regulations. The 
effect of the suspension is that the policy of 
entire protection as originally adopted comes 
into force for the present.

THE WESTERN ARCHITECTS. 

Cuicaao, Nov. 12.—A convention of archi- 
tects from the West assembled at the Nationa! 
Union rooms, on Washington-street, this morn- 
ing, to form a permanent organization in the 
West similar to that which exists in the East. 
There were over 100 architects in attendance. 
D. H, Burnham, of Chicago, was made temporary 
President and H. J. Cobb, of Chicago, temporary 
Secretary. A Commuttee on Credentials was 
appointed and the meeting adjourned until they 
should make their report. Special preparations 
have been made by the Chicago architects to en- 
tertain the visitors who come from all sections 
of the West. There is at present no permanent 
association of the craft in the West. The object 
of an organization is to secure legislation in the 
interest of building, and for the purpose of bene- 
fiting its members.

CONSECRATION OF A CHURCH. 
THE GIFT OF MR. CHARLES E. BUTLER IN 
MEMORY OF HIS WIFE. 
STocKBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 12.—The new 
memorial church given to St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Society was consecrated to-day with impressive 
ceremonies. It is the gift of Charles E. Butler, 
who was a member of the New-York law firm of 
Evarts, Southmayd & Butler, in memory of hig 
wife, who was one of the Sedgwick family 
and died March 17, 1883. The church ‘and ail its 
belongings cost nearly $100,000, taking no ac- 
count of land or stone, except cost of quarry- 
ing. On the transept wall below the organ loft 
are fac similes of the 10 panels of the * Singing 
Boys and Girls” of Luca della Robbia, the Flor- 
entine sculptor of 1400-1481. They are given 
by Misses Laura and Emily Tuckerman, 
of New-York. The organ is of moderate 
size. but of singular excellence. The 
pulpit is a mass of carvings and fine 
cabinet work, and is the gift of the Rev. Henry F. 
Allen, Rector of the Church of the Messiah, Bos- 
ton, formerly Rector of thischurch. The centre 
window in the rear wall of the Chancel is given 
by friends in memory of the Rev. Dr. Samuel P. 
Parker, the first Rector of the church. It is a 
picture of St. Paul in stained glass, the artist 
being La Farge. Five other windows are me- 
morial. Elegantly carved chairs and commun- 
ion table arefgiven by Mrs. Franklin H. Delano, 
of New-York. The finest art work in the church 
is the baptistery, which is said to have cost 
10,000. It is made of French lumachella and 
bricciated marbles, has two stained glass windows, 
anda memorial tablet designed by St. Gaudenes. 
The ciock was given to the church in 1854 by 
G. P. R. James. The church was organized Feb. 
1. 1834, and bas had six Rectors—the Rev. Dr. 
Parker, who died in 1880; the Rev. Justin Field, 
now Rector of the church in Lenox: the Rev. 
Thomas R. Pynchon, late President of Trinity 
College; the Rev. Jesse A. Penniman, now dead; 
the Rev. Henry Ff. Allen, and the Kev. Arthur 
Lawrence, whose family name is well known in 
New-England and elsewhere. The exercises of 
consecration to-day embraced a sermon by the 

Henry F. Allen; music, in which Mrs. 

E. Evans, of Stockbridge, played the 

organ; Harry Hilliard, of the cihor inthe 
Rev. Dr. Heber Newton’s church in New-York, 
sang tenor, and ceremonies in which the Rector

A REFORMED GAMBLER. 
THE LONG LIFE OF JONATHAN H. GREENE 
DRAWING TO A CLOSE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Nov. 12.—The long 
life of Jonathan H. Greene, the reformed gam- 
bler, is drawing toa close in the midst of ex- 
treme poverty and misery. In early life Greene 
was a rich and very smart professional gambler, 
whose field of operations was the lower Missis- 
sippi and the Republic of Texas, where for a 
while he served in Sam Houston’s army. He 


came North, was converted, and became a 
preacher. He wrote some books exposing the 
tricks of card sharpers, which hada very large 
sale.

CHAT OF THE THEATRES 


A DISTRESSFUL SITUATION AT THE 
NEW PARK. 
THE ‘‘GRAND DUCHESS” COMPANY IN HARD 
LUCK — JOHN M’CULLOUGH — MINNIE 
MADDERN’S IMPROVED FORTUNES. 


The ‘Grand Duchess’’ company at the 
New Park Theatre have been undergoing turbu- 
lent times. The difficulties are ofa nature not 
remotely connected with money matters, and 
are entirely natural under the circumstances. 
Within the first week of the season every mem- 
ber but one of the original cast had been either 
removed altogether or transferred to some new 
character. Miss Emma Carson remained just 
where she started. But Miss Lewis, Mr. Tilla, 
Mr. Seymour, and Mr. Nathal went entirely out 
of the piece, and Miss Wentworth was taken 
from the small part of Wanda and put into the 
big part of the Grand Duchess. By a good deal 
of ingenious financiering the salaries were paid 
for the first week. and the business went along 
with tolerable though shrunken serenity on the 
second. In order to meet his obligations to the 
company on the first week M. Godchaux, the 
backer of the company, borrowed $1,000 from 
Gen. Avery, who backs Mr. Murtha in the the- 
atre. As security for this sum M. Godchaux 
transferred to Gen. Avery the costumes em- 
ployed in the piece, which are said to have 
cost him $4,000 aside from the cutlay upon their 
manufacture. According to M. Godchaux, he 
arranged with Gen. Avery so that none of the 
$1,000 should be taken out of the receipts until 
enough money had been taken at the door to 
pay the company every week. Between last 
Tuesday and the same day of the present week 
M. Godchaux's share of the receipts amounted 
to something like $700, and when he tried to get 
this money Gen. Avery could not be convinced 
that it was his duty to give it over to the man- 
ager of the company, inasmuch as there was no 
likelihood that he would ever get the rest of his 
investment on the decreasing receipts at the 
door. The consequence of this condition of 
things was that on Tuesday there was no money 
with which to pay the company. Its various 
members drifted in from time to time 
and accumulated in the lobby of the 
theatre in sorrow and in anger, The 
longer they waited the sorrier and angrier they 
grew. And when the situation was finally ex- 

Jained to them they became exceedingly heated. 
Their opinions of the management, of the play, 
and of each other were expressed with a freedom 
not at all times either serene or elegant, and 
the situation was not rendered additionally quiet 
by the fruitless and highly profane efforts of the 
janitor to keep the people trom standing on the 
Chairs. The business manager of the enterprise, 
Mr. J. W. Norcross, is a veteran in the line of 
theatrical bankruptcy, and he accordingly knew 
what to do upon this occasion. There is noth- 
ing like experience in these matters. Mr. Nor- 
cross at once saw the advisability of making the 
company into a commonwealth scheme. pa 
always do that. When there is not enoug 
money in the treasury to pay actors, and they 
have gone sufiiciently long without salaries, 
they form themselves into co-operative associa- 
tions, play a night or two, and then walk home. 
The commonwealth plan was at first received 
with boisterous derision on Tuesday. Then it 
was talked over. Then it was adopted, with 
the leader of the orchestra and Miss Carson 
still to be heard from. The idea met 
with the favor of both managements. It 
would enable Mr. Murtha and Gen. Avery to 
keep the theatre open, and it give M. Godchaux 
and his chronically bankrupt friend, Mr. Nor- 
cross, time to hustle about fora while in search of 
money enough to set themselves going again. M. 
Godchaux has not been very lucky in his theat- 
rical speculations, He was the financial prop and 
stay of the “ Well Fed-Dora” company, which 
had a hectic and uncertain existence for some 
months and then gracefully ascended the more 
or less golden stair. His period of anguished 

arting came rather more va nogrmag A this time. 
Difficulties like these often arise in theatrical en- 
terprises where the manager runs on a short cap- 
ital and relies upon the receipts from night to 
night to carry him along and cover his obliga- 
tious. In no other branch of business life is it 
attempted to do so much on s0 little money. Al- 
though one performance was given on Tuesday 
night under the commonwealth system it is not 
likely to be repeated. Indeed, it was said at the 
box office yeeerenr that the house would not be 
open last night. The Tuesday evening's receipts 
were understood to be $56. 


There are a number of misleading state- 
ments in the dispatches about Mr. McCullough, 
and there seems to be a carefully matured inten- 
tion to make him out araving maniac. The sol- 
itary fact of the matter is that Mr. McCullough 
has gone to St. Louis, intending to begin acting 
again tnere at once. He has insisted all along 
that he would goto work just assoon as the 


election was over, and that he had made all his 
arrangements to this end. In all other direc- 
tions his conversation has been ceneoiy A lucid at 
all times. I have been walking about the streets 
a good deal with him of late, and there has been 
ample opportunity to study any possible pecul- 
iarities. Phe papers have been full of idiotic 
stories about Mr. McCullough, and there is cer- 
tainly ample reason for the very hearty and em- 
phatic eaianedion which fills him on this sub- 
ject. A San Francisco paper, just received, has 
a sensational story to the effect that the trage- 
dian was going about this city with a big knot- 
ted stick in his hand, knocking his friends over 
the head in the intervals when he is not engaged 
in telling hard stories about them. The same 
paper suggested that his knotted stick should be 
taken away trom him, and that he should be 
locked up somewhere out of harm’s way. Such 
treatment would obviously be in the highest de- 
gree injudicious. It was only when the same 
tactics were employed in Chicago that Mr. Mc- 
Cullough became violent and difficuit to control. 
His very natural objection to being treated like 
@ prisoner, and his agitation when repeatediy 
called a gibbering imbecile, led everybody to 
look upon him as past redemption. As long as 
he is allowed to do pretty much as he likes there 
is nothing of serious import likely to happen in 
connection with Mr. McCullough. The only 
thing noticeable in him is that his memory has 
grown slightly defective at times, and he does 
not seem inclined to confine his thought for 
any extended period to one topic of conversa- 
tion. To represent him as a wandering or rav- 
ing person is absolute nonsense. The solicitous 
bearing of his friends and the unpleasant com- 
ments of people who do not like him have very 
naturally given Mr. McCullough a degree of de- 
ection and abstraction that make him unlike 
imself. But if he wants to act there is no 
special reason why he shouldn't do it, and_ there 
is surely no reason why his friends should wish 
to prevent him from employing himself in the 
ways which give him the most happiness. Since 
he came to New-York ana has been ailo ved to do 
as he liked he has grown stouter and ruddier, 
andif he could be induced to go away some- 
where fora long rest and complete absence of 
the attentions of people who have known him 
for years he would undoubtedly be all right 
again and fit for solid work, After all, there is 
not very much of the crazy order in Mr. McCul- 
lourh’s conviction that he isto go on with his 
acting. He was induced to come back to New- 
York after the recent trouble in Chicago upon 
the distinct assurance of his friends that 
directly after the election his company 
would be reorganized and dates filled 
for him through the country. This assur- 
ance has been mopeaset to him constantly when- 
ever he has asked any questions about the 
future. Itis true that he has been counseled 
not to return to work, but at the same time he 
has all along been given to understand that he 
could doso if that was his fixed desire. It was 
his fixed desire, and there is nothing amazing in 
the fact that he telegraphed his company to 
meet him and went in person tothe place of ren- 
dezvous. Thetale which comes over the wires 
that he impresses people as being a lunatic, and 
that because he said his trunk was like another 
one at which he was looking it was perfectly 
plain that his reason must have'gone to eternal 
amash, is the sort of thing which is certainly 
enough to break up any man’s confidence in 
himself. iy 
a 
Miss Minnie Maddern, since she came in- 
to the hands of her new management, appears 
to have gone through the process known as 
catching on. She playeda part of last week in 
Indianapolis, and opened on Sunday in Chicago 
to avery large house. Indianapolis is undoubt- 
edly the very worst theatrical town in the United 


States. It is very rarely that any entertainment 
can do even reasonably well there. But Miss Mad- 
dern had fair houses, and the promise in Chicago 
is exceptionally reassuring. It is at first sighta 
singular thing that the identity of a manage- 
ment should haveso strong an effect on the busi- 
ness of a star. Miss Maddern is a striking in- 
stance. It may be that under her new control 
she will not be handled with very much 
more astuteness than that which marked 
her previous management. But it is 
seen that her business has more _ than 
doubled since the change was made. It is, 
after all.simple enough. The lady's previous 
Manager was not known among theatrical peo- 
ple, and he was thus not looked upon as a person 
of very much responsibility. The consequence 
was that he had difficulty in getting his star into 
the best theatres. The new manager experiences 
nosuch hardship,and Miss Maddern now finds 
herself placed in the houses that are attended by 
the class to whom herstyle of work pooner” 
appeals.

A NICE OUTLOOK FOR ARONSON. 


M’CAULL’S FRIENDS PROPOSE TO GO 


AHEAD WITH THE FIGHT. 

The victory for Mr. Rudolph Aronson 
at the meeting of the Casino stockholders on 
Tuesday afternoon is the one latest and great- 
est grievance of Col. McCaull and _ his 
friends. ‘“‘The meeting,” said one of them 
yesterday, “was evidently filled up with 
friends of the Aronsons. Besides the regu- 
lar lawyers employed by them there were 
present several lawyers who have been in their 


employ end a number of the lawyers’ clerks. 
Besides, there were any number of people who 
are not stockholders and never were, unless 
made so for that occasion by the transfer of 
bits of Aronson stock, which, we _ hold, 
was illegally issued. It was perfectly 
proper that before a vote was allowed 
measures should have been taken to ascertain 
whether all present were stockholders and ifa 
quorum was in attendance. Under the by-laws 
a quorum consists of a majority of the stock 
held by stockholders themselves or by proxy. 
Points of order were raised, and a motion was 
made to have thisdone. Judge Arnoux sat by 
the side of the Chairman when he ruied out such 
motions and put the question whether the roll 
should be called without even knowing if there 
Was a quorum present. Under these circum- 
stances the meeting was a mere nullity. It 
might as well have been held in Central Park. 
There cannot be a question, we believe, that 
much less than a majority of stock was repre- 
sented, and raised stock illegally issued to Mr. 
Aronson was voted. 

** Now, as to the committee report. The expert 
reported that many items, such as legal fees to 
the amount of $9,000, Mr. Aronson’s trip to Eu- 
rope, $1,250; $10,000, the par value of 200 shares 
of stock issued at the first organization of the 
company to Mr. Aronson; printing bills to a 
large amount, and other items, were improperly 
charged as a part of the cost of the construction 
of the building. These should have been 
charged as part of the expense account. If they 
had been so charged and deducted from the re- 
ceipts there would have been hardly any profits, 
whereas 246 shares of the stock were issued to 
Mr. Aronson in July of this yearin payment of 
his claim to 50 per cent. of the profits. 

“The committee admitted this, but reported 
that, as Mr. Aronson was willing to make a new 
contract for less than 50 per cent. of the profits, 
they recommended letting him have these shares 
which, it was evident by the report, were illegal- 
ly issued. It is a very grave question whether, 
if the meeting was legal anda majority of the 
stockholders were present, a majority could de- 
prive a minority of just rights in the treasury by 
voting it away to any one without a proper con- 
sideration. The meeting setties nothing, and 
stockholders who are aggrieved will not be satis- 
fied until the courts pass on this and other ques- 
tions. The actions commenced will go on with- 
out regard to this meeting, and itis probable that 
some other proceedings will be brought.” 

Mr. Rudoiph Aronson was smiling yesterday 
afternoon, and said he thought the fight was all 
over.

GRAPHIC OFFICE. 

Commander Bartlett’s report on the 
operations of the United States Hydrographic 
Office will soon be issued. Hesays that the six 
branch offices which bave been established in 
the Maritime Exchanges of the principal sea- 
board cities ‘* have more than realized all that 
was expected, and the most gratifying assur- 
ances of their increasing value are continually 
being received from all interested in theseafaring 
public. It has been found, in response to the 


invitations to all ship Captains to bring their 
charts for verification and correction, that many 
use old editions, (in one instance 50 years old,) 
and they have been surprised to find that new 
editions, showing quite different hydrographic 
conditions, have long since supplanted them.” 

The reception, through the pilot chart of the 
North Atlantic Ocean, of what has occurred at 
sea during the month past, and what may rea- 
sonably be expected during the coming month, 
has been most satisfactory. The demand for the 
chart has steadily increased, and the interest 
awakened by itamong shipmasters is so great 
that several have telegraphed from Europe at 
their own expense interesting information ob- 
tained on the voyage across. The drift of the 
various derelicts has been especially use- 
ful as showing the general set and velocity 
of the principal ocean currents. The pub- 
heation of the position of these floating wrecks 
has undoubtedly been the means of preventing 
collisions with them. The information gathered 
in regard to these floating dangers has been the 
means of the destruction by torpedoes of five 
wrecks, dangerous to navigation, which have 
been blown up by vessels acting under orders 
from the Navy Department. It is known also 
that vessels have taken the safe route during the 
prevalence of icebergs, when they would other- 
wise have taken a wore dangerous course. 

The publication of this chart bas also facili- 
tated the study of the limits of the trade winds, 
the general location of water spouts, and will be 
the means of defining eventually the approxi- 
mate limits of fogs off the coast of the United 
States and the Banks of Newfoundland. The col- 
lection of data for the study of the meteorology 
of the ocean has been facilitated ina remarkable 
degree. During the vearaset of new meteoro- 
logicai chartsof the North Atlantic bas been is- 
sued, and very favorably received. These charts 
present the principal meteorological phenomena 
of the ocean ina graphic form for each month 
in the year. The compilation of a similar set for 
the South Atlantic has been commenced, and is 
well advanced. 

The primary work of the Hydrographic Office, 
says Commander Bartlett, should be the publi- 
cation of the results of original surveys by 
American officers. A few small steamers should 
be placed at the disposal of the office to enable 
it to do its share of the hydrographic service de- 
manded by the shipping interests of the country. 
The survey, he says, Of the Caroline and Mar- 
shall groups in the Pacific should be immediate- 
ly carried out. The United States Consul at 
Hong Kong, under date of July 21, 1884, re- 

orts the loss of the American ship 

anier on the Marshall Islands, ** owing to de- 
fective charts."” New surveys of the north 
coast of South America and ot the West Indies 
are also urgently recommended, and It is also 
advised that a vessel be sent to the Spanish Main 
this Winter to collect data for the revision of 
the charts of that region. Attention is called 
also to the necessity for definitely settling the 
existence of Watson's Rock, s0 many times re- 
ported as lying inthe path of North Atlantic 
traders, about latitude 40°17’ north, longitude 
58° 22’ west. 





BULKHEADS AT $600 A FOOT. 

A law firm sent to the Dock Department 
yesterday, at their regular meeting, a letter 
offering to sell to the city the Kingsland bulk- 
heads between Spring and Charlton streets, 
North River, about 50 feet in length, at $600 per 


running foot, and 104 feet of bulkhead close by 
at the same price. Last year the city claimed 
this property, and the Court of Appeals decided 
that it belonged to the Kingsland estate. A 
letter from Charities Commissioner Porter was 
received in reference to the application of 
Sigismund Beer, agent for A. E. Beach, for per- 
mission to build bulkheads around certain land 
under, water at Ward's Island. Commissioner 
Porter said the Charities Commissioners had 
offered to buy the lands and that Mr. Beer, in 
their opinion, was trving to make use of one city 
department to coerce another, as his occupancy 
of iand in front of one of the most important 
hospitals would be exceedingly disadvantageous 
to the work of the hospital. The Dock Com- 
missioners notified Mr. Beer that they would 
take no action on his application.

Cyrus W. Field addressed the meeting at some 
length. He thought it peculiarly gratifying tnat 
the stockholders should be abie to hoid their an- 
nual meeting “‘ with barmony and peace, instead 
of discord and strife.” He declared that the 
litigation which the company had encountered 
torso long atime had come to an end. He al- 
lu .ed to the growing prosperity of the company 
and said: ‘‘With one Directory, we can make 
improvements and enlargements heretofore im- 
practicable. We hopeto be able to get an ex- 
tension of the Second-avenue line through 
Market-street; thence along South-street, with 
stations at every ferry from Roosevelt-street to 
the Battery. This will develop new traffic for 
the Second-avenue line. A new bridge across 
the Harlem River will be completed, and the day 
is not far distant when new business will pour 
over our roads from the annexed district. Con- 
nections with surface roads, connections with 
the Brooklyn bridge, and with the Long Island 
system await us.” 

Mr. Field graciously admitted that the people 
had an interest in the elevated roads as well as 
the stockholders. ‘“‘If we are the carriers,” he 
remarked, ‘“*they are the riders. Every week 
there passes over these roads a greater number 
of passengers than the whole population of this 
city. Every man, therefore, has an interest in 
their good management, and he has a right to 
celine 4d if he is not well served. Let us not be 
mpatient if men speak their minds with the 
utmost freedom, but seeif we cannot remove 
any just cause of complaint.” 

fter relating what had been accomplished by 
the elevated railway system, Mr. Field said: 
“One other step yet remainsto betaken. Al- 
ready in Europe short lines of railway are run 
by electricity; and we have the highest author- 
ity in the world—that of Sir William Thomson, 
the great electrician of England, who has re- 
cently made a visit to America—for saying that 
nothing could be better fitted for the applica- 
tion of electricity as a motive power than an 
iron track raised in air, whose * elevation’ fur- 
nishes the best possible facility for ‘insulation.’ 
The use of electricity in place of steam, it is esti- 
mat d, would effect avery great reduction in 
the expense of operating our roads, while the re- 
moval ot the heavy engines, making the passage 
of the trains almost noiseless, would bring this 
system of rapid transit as near perfection as we 
are likely to attain in our day. hese improve- 
ments will come in time, perhaps within the 
coming year.” 

A tabulated statement, made by Auditor E. F. 
J. Gaynor, showed that during the year ending 
Sept. 30, 1884, the total number of passengers 
carried by the elevated railroads was 96,702,620. 

he gross receipts for the same year were 
$6,726,359 30. It was stated that up to Nov. 1there 
had been exchanged (at the office of the Mercan- 
tile Trust Company) for new Manhattan stock 
the following: 57,349 shares of the New-York 
Elevated Railroad Company; 48,699 shares of the 
Metropolitan Elevated Railway Company, and 
129,384 shares of the Manhattan Raiiway Com- 
pany. 


GOV. HOFFMAN ON GOVERNMENT. 





A GOOD REPUBLIC ABLE TO MANAGE ITS 
OWN AFFAIRS, 

At a meeting of the Constitution Club at 
its rooms, No, 64 Madison-avenue, last evening, 
the first of a series of papers on Municipal Gov- 
ernment, which will follow each other at inter- 
vals of a week forsome months, was read. The 
paper last night was by ex-Gov. John T. Hoff- 
man, on “ Liberty and Order.” On the 19th inst. 
Dr. Edward Channing, of Harvard, will speak 
on ‘‘ Municipal Government in Massachusetts in 
Colonial Times.’’ Everett P. Wheeler will dis- 
cuss ** Civil Service Reform in Its Application to 
Municipal Government” at the following meet- 
ing. The attendance last night was fair, many 
ladies being present. 

Mr. Hoffman said that he was not there to 
state anything newor anything old ina new 
way. Good government was what he wished to 
urge. That resulied neither from theory or 
laws, but from wise laws administered by Fog 
est and competent men. Liberty and order 
were not antagonistic. Government was or- 
daineé of God, The form it should take He 
left to us. All personal freedom should 
be granted consistent with public honor. 
We started out 100 years ago with the 
divorce of Church and State. In the same 
line of advance the machinery of government 
should be reduced as much as possible and the 
area of liberty extended by taking away from 
government that which did not belong to it. 
Then liberty would never endanger order. He 
took the ground that Americans were bound to 
have National, State, and Municipal Govern- 
ments free popular Governments. The great 
question of the day was especially as to the gov- 
ernment of great cities, 

It was only a good republic, urged Mr. Hoff- 
man, when the people were competent to man- 
age their own affairs. Suffrage was the best 
protection to liberty and order. No good sub- 
stitute could be found for the single executive 
power. We were bound to struggle for the 
maintenance of our State Governments as im- 
portant to the welfare of the National Govern- 
ment just as local Governments were necessary to 
the welfare of the State. Legislation which peo- 
tected any one class was dangerous. The lesson 
of the war was that the carrying out of the 
Jeffersonian policy was the best thing and gave 
the best government. Concentration was not 
centralization. To assign to the Governor 
powers of a Mayorand to give the Legislature 
power to fix local taxes in any city was cen- 
tralization. It was absurd to expect good goy- 
ernment until there was established executive 
power. 

As to the government of great cities like 
New-York, said Mr. Hoffman, a popular Goy- 
ernment was the only thing possible. The city 
should have a chief executive with power to 
appoint heads of departments and to remove 
them. He should be held responsible. The 
prineiples of private business should he applied 
to municipal affairs. He had no doubt that the 
people would chose a proper man. The election 
should not be held at the same time as State 
elections. 
“was almost lost sight of 1n the recent struggle, 
and men were nominated for high offices in the 
City Government who would never have been 
thought of at another time. Thousands were 
ready to sell the Presidency to secure the city to 


themselves.”

MR. MUNDY WARM AND COLD. 
As he called to mind and teld to a jury 
in the Supreme Court, yesterday, how he was 
putinthe Tombs and kept there for eight days 
on a charge of blackmail, Lawyer William H. 
Mundy’s emotion overcame him. His bright 


eyes became dim with tears, and he gurgled in 
hisspeech. But when Lawyer Gescheidt, coun- 
sel for Elizabeth Perrot, interrogated him about 
the many suits he has brought against liquor 
dealers, and the monetary results of 
those actions he was calm and_e cold 
and almost as destitute of memory as 
ice. Hus suit is to recover $100,000 damages from 
Miss Perrot, who isa woman—fat, not fair, and 
over 40—who keepsa resort witha well-defined 
reputation in West Thirty-first-street. He avers 
that she untruthfully charged him with hav- 
ing extorted $150 from her by telling her 
that he would revent her from being 
prosecuted for violating the excise laws, 
and he says that he was indicted by 
the Grand Jury, but was aequitted by 
a petit jury who did not leave their seats in the 
Court of General Sessions, His special injury 
from the charge which was reported in the news- 
papers was that he lost the opportunity to try an 
accident suit against the city. Miss Perrot denies 
absolutely most of the averments of his com- 
plaint, and as to the others says she can fourm no 
opinion, not having any information or belief. 
The case is yet on trial before Judge Lawrence. 


A NEW CRIME DISCOVERED. 
Policeman Thomas Cassidy, of the Kight- 
eenth Precinct, made a charge of disorderly con- 
duct against Michael Norton, of No. 217 East 
Twenty-sixth-street, in the Yorkville Court, 


yesterday. The complaint stated that the pris- 
oner had asked the officer for his number and re- 
fused to go away when told, and Clerk Power 
underscored it to call Justice Kilbreth’s atten- 
tion to it. The Justice asked further particulars, 
and the officer said the prisoner insisted upon 
listening toa conversation between the speaker 
anda citizen. The prisoner said he was merely 
standing near, and the officer asked him what he 
was looking at. He told him he was looking at 
his number. “Then,” the prisoner said, ‘he 
grabbed hold of me, handcuffed me, and took 
me to the station. I did nothing to provoke 
him.” Justice Kilbreth dismissed the accused 
and told the officer that the accused had done 
nothing wrong and had a right to asi an offi-

THE FIGHT FOR BROADWAY 


PROTECTING THE INTERESTS OF 
THE CITY. 
A STIPULATION BY WHICH IT WILL GET 
WITHOUT FAIL FIVE PER CENT. OF THE 
SURFACE RAILROAD’S RECEIPTS. 


A result favorable to the financial inter- 
ests of the city seems to have been reached in 
the suit begun last week by Corporation Counsel 
Lacon.be, at the instance of Mayor Edson and in 
the name of the city, against the members of the 
Board of Aldermen, in their public and private 
capacities. The purpose of the suit, as stated by 
the complaint, was to prevent the Aldermen 
from giving their consent to the construc- 
tion of a railroad in Broadway by the 
Broadway Surface Railroad Company, un- 
less provision should first have been 
specifically made for the payment to the city of 
5 per cent. of the gross receipts from travel on 
the road, in accordance with the General Rail- 
road act. In Supreme Court, Chambers, yester- 
day, after a long argument between counsel, 
Mr. Osborn E. Bright, who appeared for the 
Broadway Surface Railroad, informed Judge 
Barrett that that company would stipulate, as a 
condition of an Aldermanic resolution in its 
favor, to pay the city 5 per cent. on its gross re- 
ceipts, those receipts to be computed on the the- 
ory that every passenger it carried paid it 5 cents, 

The case was before Judge Barrett, on a mo- 
tion for the continuance of an injunction against 


the Aldermen, which was predicated on the asser- 
tion that the petitions of the railroad company 
presented to the board set forth an agreement 
made between it and the Broadway%and Seventh- 
Avenue Railroad Company, which was in viola- 
tion of the General Railroad act, and, if carried 
out, would make it impossible for the city 
to collect the percepvtages allotted to 
it by that act. This agreement pro- 
vided that the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue 
Railroad Company might run its cars over the 
route of the Broadway Surface Company, and 
that the latter should have a similar privilege 
with respect to the use of the former's lines. If 
this interchangeable use could not lawfully be 
had it provided that the two companies should 
ov passengers at Broadway and Fifteentb- 
street. 

At the hearing yesterday Corporation Coun- 
sel Lacombe appesred, with Thomas Allison as 
special counsel. Luke F. Cozans appeared for 
ail the Aldermen, excepting the late Tammany 
candidate for Mayor, who conducted his can- 
vass mainly on the ground of his opposition to 
the Broadway Surface Railroad Company. 
Mr. Bright appeared for that company, although 
it was not a party to the suit, and Julien T. 
Davies sat near Mr. Lacombe as the representa- 
tive of an unnamed Broadway property owner, 
who objects to the surface railroad. Before 
stating the case and the grounds of law on 
which he stood, Mr. Lacomhe said: 

“ This isthe third injunction suit which has 
been brought against the Board of Aldermen 
concerned with the passage of the very resolu- 
tion which is referred to here. The two former 
actions proceeded upon the assumption that the 
Board of Aldermen were willfully and cor- 
ruptly giving away what they ought not to, and 
both complaints were stuffed full of allegations 
of fraud, corruption, and conspiracy. This case 
proceeds upon no such theory. It assumes that 
the Common Council, to whom, under the Gen- 
eral Railroad act, is intrusted the function, in 
connection with the Mayor, of giving consent to 
the construction of any railroads in the streets, 
intends, in good faith, to do what may be best 
for all in determining upon the claims before it. 
It assumes that, m9 pig that they owe a duty 
to the traveling public as well as the tax$payers 
of the city, they are about to give a consent 
which will operate to the benefit of the individ- 
ual traveler in the streets, but which, as we hope 
to show, will, if not wholly illegal, certa nly 
operate to the serious pecuniary damage of the 
municipal corporation. 

“This is the theory upon which this action 
proceeds—that the promoters of this particular 
railroad scheme, the stockholders in this partic- 
ular corporation, have, by a very ingenious 
agreement with an existing railroad company, 
and by a very c refully drawn proposed consent, 
deluded the Common Council into the belief that 
the granting of that particular consent is going 
to be, upon the whole, the most desirable course 
which they could take in the matter; and what 
we hope to convince your Honor of here is that 
that particular consent, or any other consent 
which, in different phraseology, may embody 
the same idea, is first either unlawful, or else 
such a consent as will enable the promoters of 
this scheme to operate their railroad without 
carrying out and complying with the provisions 
of the act which requires certain returns to the 
city for the privileges given by this consent.” 

Mr. Cozans followed Mr. Lacombe, and argued 
that the injunction should be dissolved, inas- 
much as the answer and omnibus athdavit of the 
Aldermen set forth that it never was their pur- 
pose to give their consent to the Broadway Sur- 
face Railroad Company unless provision was 
made to secure to the city every rignt conferred 
on it by law. He also insisted that the 
agreement between that company and the 
Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Company was 
not one that would make it impossible for the 
city to ascertain and collect its percentage of 
gross receipts, even if both companies should 
run their cars in Broadway. If it should be 
held, however, that both could not lawfully use 
that route, he argued that they could transfer 
to one another under the recognized railroad 
traffic system of the State. In his opinion, the 
interests of the public at large with respect of 
ease and cheapness of travel were intended by 
the Legislature to be considered, and not merely 
-e ito, financial interests of the city of New- 

ork, 

Mr. Allison replied to Mr. Cozans, arguing that 
the injunction shouJd be continued because the 
agreement between the two companies contra- 
vened the General Railroad act in that it provid- 
ed tor the transfer of the right to the Broadway 
and Seventh-Avenue Railroad Company to use 
the Broadway route, notwithstanding that it 
now has a line parallel to Broadway. he agree- 
ment to transfer was invalid, he further argued, 
because it was in fact intended to permit the 
Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Company to use 
the two parallel routes, only in a lesser degree 
than if it should run its carson both. Yet, more 
than this, he said, the transfer system could not 
be instituted between the two companies be- 
cause the General Railroad act repealed the act 
of 1839 sanctioning transfers, although it saved 
the privileges of companies that had taken ad- 
vantage of that statute before the passage of 
the General Railroad act. The petition of the 
Broadway Surface Railroad Company, then, 
being based on a scheme violative of the legisla- 
tive act that regulated the proceedings of the 
Aldermen with respect of railroads, the Alder- 
men could not lawfully base any affirmative 
action on it, and should be restrained by injunc- 
tion from attempting to do go. 

The argument of Mr. Bnght was that at least 
the transfer system wus operative, as the statute 
of 1839 had not been repealed. He complained 
that the injunctions preventing the Aldermen 
from exercising their legislative functions had 
been procured in bad faith, through a spirit of 
jealousy of and rivairy with the company he 
represented, and he charged Mayor Edson with 
being a violent partisan of the cable ouupany's 
scheme. Finally, he proposed that the in- 
junction should be dissolved on his guar- 
antee that his company would  pre- 
sent to the Aldermen, for passage by 
them, a resolution giving it their permission to 
construct a railroad in Broadway, after it has 
given a bond for the payment to the city of the 
statutory percentave of its gross receipts, as- 
suming every traveler on its road to have paid a 
tare of 5 cents. The bond, he said, should satis- 
fy the Corporation Counsel. He would not un- 
dertake to satisfy Mayor Edson. As bargaining 
was the spirit of the hour, he asked that Mayor 
Edson should not veto the resolution if it were 
passed. 

** Let us see the resoiution before you exact a 
pledge ?"’ said Corporation Counsel Lacombe. 

Judge Barrett adjourned the hearing tor a 
week. He said that the injunction order should 
stand meanwhile, but that it should be con- 
strued so as not to prevent the presentation to, 
and passage by, the Board of Aldermen of a res- 
solution framed as suggested by Mr. Bright.

ROCHESTER AND PITTSBURG. 
THE REGULAR TICKE1) ELECTED, BUT THE 
OPPOSITION MAKE A GOOD SHOW. 

The Rochester and Pittsburg stock- 
holders had a protracted meeting yesterday 
afternoon in the office of Walston H. Brown, the 
President of the road. The meeting was the cul- 
mination of a long contest between the manage- 
ment of the company and an element among the 
stockholders of which Washington E. Connor is 
an influential member. The annual election 
resulted in the choice of the regular ticket, con- 
sisting of the following Directors: George F. 
Stone, Andrew Pierce, James Francis, George

AFFAIRS OF THE UNION PACIFIC. 
Charles Francis Adams, the President of 

the Union Pacific Railway, said yesterday that 

the first suggestion of a new issue of collateral 
trust bonds to pay off the floating debt was one he 
had heard on hisarrival here Tuesday. The Union 

Pacific did not propose to issue new bonds of 

any description whatever nor to authorize any 

more mortgages. The net floating debt in July 
was $5,000,000. The books had not been gone 
over since, but were now closed to be ad- 
justed up to Sept. 30. While dividends 
were suspended $500,000 a month could be 
applied to the payment of the floating 
debt. The company had a great many quick 
assets, which were proper things to sell off for 
the extinguishment of the debt if a good price 
could be obtained for them. Of the old col- 
lateral trusts a little under $1,000.000 remained 
unsold. Other bonds, including sinking funds, 

Kansas Pucific consolidated, and Short Tines, 

could be disposed of, but control of no property 

would be surrendered. The floating debt gave 
no trouble. No loans haa been made to provide 
for it,and there was no need of making any. 

The dividends would be resumed as soon as the 

money to pay them was earned. That wasa 

question of the future. 

The claims of the Government, Mr. Adams 
said, amounted to only $1,500,000, and the com- 
pany could pay them at any time without being 
crippled in the least. The relations of the road 
with other linesin the West were friendly and 
there was nothing to menace its revenues. Mr. 
Adams goes to Washington to-day to consult 
with the counsel of the road about the United 
States bail case, which comes up in the Court of 
Claims next week.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 12.—A war in 
freight rates has been going on for some time 
between the Reading and the Schuylkill Valley 
branch of the Pennsylvania Railroad, which is 
now open to Pottstown and will berunning to 
Reading in a few days. James Calhoun, the 
Philadelphia and Reading Freight Agent, said to- 
day that there had been no material changes in 
the rates of freight since Oct. 12, John J. Whit- 
taker, Assistant General Freight Agent of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, said the situation was a 
simple one and easily explained.

THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


DEPRECATING ELECTION EXCITEMENT AND 
UPBRAIDING GAS COMPANIES. 

The rooms of the Board of Trade and 
Transportation were completely filled yesterday 
on the occasion of the monthly meeting of that 
organization. Capt. Ambrose Snow presided, and 
among the members present were F. B. Thurber, 
W.H. Arnoux, John F. Henry, Thomas C. Smith, 
D. D. Mangam, Chaites L. Rickerson, Thomas P. 
Ball, John C. Cook, William D. Marvel, Dorman 
T. Warren, J. Fitzpatrick, Waldo Smith, and W. 
H. Butler. 

A. B. Miller, Chaxirman of the special commit- 
tee appointed at a previous meeting of the board 
to oppose the construction of a surface railroad 
in Broadway, reported that his committee had 
been unsuccessful in influencing the action of 
the Aldermen, although the committee had been 


aided by representatives of various commercial 
and business interests, Mr. Miller was very em- 
phatic in asserting that the Broadway surface 
railroad was nota necessity, but that the fran- 
chise was asked for by persons desirous of making 
money for tiemselves regardless of the interests 
of the citizens. 

Ex-Judge W. H. Arnoux offered the following: 

Whereas, Certain ill-judged and intemperate expres- 
sions have been indulged in by individuals and news- 
pagers in connection with the close contest in the State 
of New- Yark in the recent Presidential! election, 

Resowed, That we deprecate the use of such lan- 
guage as unworthy of a law-governed and law-abiding 
community, and that we repel! the suggestion that the 
rights of the people of this Btate are, or under our ex- 
cellent election laws can be, imperiled by any attempt- 
ed frana, and that we have an abiding faith that every 
citizen will cheerfully, promptly, and loyally submit to 
the will of the people as determined by our duly con- 
stituted authorities. 

The resolution provoked considerable dis- 
cussion, some of the members of the board hold- 
ing the opinion that the organization had better 
not make any public utterances on this question, 
Mr. F. B. Thurber, however, favored the meas- 
ure, saying that he believed the present excited 
state of the public mind seriously affected busi- 
ness, and the sooner quiet was restored the bet- 
ter. John F. Henry, Thomas C, Smith, J. Fitz- 
patrick, and others spoke in fayor of the resolu- 
tion. Mr. D. D. Mangam thought the best policy 
for the Board of Trade to pursue in this matter 
was to keep quiet. When men could see for 
themselves that things were going on which 
were calculated to excite suspicion it was useless 
to try to control the drift of pubic opinion. 
While the election laws were all right,appearances 
indicated that some men were trying to evade 
them. The resolution was finally adopted by an 
almost unanimous vote. 

The meeting voted in favor of forming a Com- 
mercial Travelers’ League as an adjunct of the 
Board of Trade. The object of the proposed 
league isthe promotion of commerce and the 
protection of commercial travelers who are em- 
ployed ny. members of the board. 

Resolutions were adopted protesting against 
the recent consolidation of gas companies in this 
city and the accompanying increase of capital 
stock from $19,000,000 to upward of $40,000,000. 
Following is the most important of the resolu- 
tions adopted on this subject: 

Resolved, That all corporations deriving their exist- 
ence from the public should, afterthe capital actually 
invested has been fairly compensated, reduce their 
charges instead of spreading outa fictitious basis of 
capital over which to distribute their increased earn- 
ings; that the price at which gas is furnished in England 
and elsewhere [50 to 75 cents per thousand feet] con- 
clusively proves that it can be furnished with profit at 
less than $1 per thousand here; that the price hereto- 
fore charged, $2 25 per thousand, has been simple 
robbery of the helpless individual consumer, and the 
proposed new price of $1 75 is still proportionately 
exorbitant.

FROM OLD ONES. 

Hyman & Wall, manufacturers of straw 
foods at No. 596 Broadway, have become em- 
barrassed on their settlement, and the Sheriff has 
taken possession of their factory at No. 69 
Wooster-street. The firm failed about a year 
ago and compromised with their creditors at 50 
centson the dollarin four payments extending 
overa year. They have paid three installments, 
but could not meet the fourth, on which they 
had recently asked an extension, They owed 
$108,500 when they failed, and in the trade it is 
thought they undertook to pay too much in set- 
tlement.

The firm 
have dissolved, and H. Hodges, Son & Co. suc- 
ceed. 

Henry Pfeiffer has made an assignment forthe 
benefit of his creditors to George Hinck, giving 
preferences to the amount of $1,850. _ 

Henry Daily, Jr., has made an assignment to 
Thomas J. Pell, preferring creditors as_ follows: 
Lizzie H. Daily, $16,865 28; Herts Brothers, 
$152; James McCreery, $175; Seffrine Daily, 
$6,383 95; unknown holder of a note for $4,000, 
and Francis N. Bangs and Stephen W. Fullerton 
for amounts not ascertained.

MGR. CAPEL ON PATRIOTISM. 


AMERICANS ORITICISED BECAUSE THEY DO 
NOT CULTIVATE THEIR HOMES, 


Mer. Capel rustled his purple robes, de. 
posited his beretta ona flat table, and stood up 
to address the members of the Young Men’s 
Hebrew Association and a large number of la- 
dies and gentlemen on “ Patriotism,” at Chicker- 
ing Hall last night. ‘Patriotism must be cast 
upon solid principles,” said the right reverend 
gentleman dogmatically. ‘* In scientific experi- 
ments every care is taken by the operator not to 
go against the laws of nature. If he do so it is 


tu his cost. Unfortunately problems of a social 
kind are not treated in the same way. There are 
men who generate from their own brain certain 
theories, .nd regardless of the surrounding laws 
upon which the race rests strive to introcuce 
these theories. Loox at Jean Jacques Rousseau. 
His ideas ended inthe Communism of 10 years 
ago.’ 

Mgr. Capel spoke of the necessity for each 
man preserving his individuality. ‘‘It is pre- 
erninent'7 striking in coming into this land,” he 
said, ‘“*to notice the marked individuality of 
Americans. At least it was so, until elections 
began. Iam notsurethat I must not change 
that observation since I have seen sundry pro- 
cessions and heard of people pocketing votes. 
While there is an individual society must exist, 
and primary elements of such society in the 
family, and the expression of that fumiiy is the 
home. Soif we are to follow out in any sense of 
the word the development of a nation, and at 
the same time sustain true patriotism, we must 
remember the conservers of the home, not and 
developing of the power which preserves it from 
injury. 

‘Respect of authority is also necessary for 
patriotism. It is asserted that the power is of 
the people. In what sense is it of the people? 
Do the people generate this power? I stand upon 
a higher basis for my patriotism. I say that the 

ower that is there is not begotten of the people. 
t is defined and cast into itsshape and form by 
the people. People may wish to be governed by 
democracy, oligarchy, or monarchy. That per- 
tains to those who constitute the nation. But 
underlying all that there is an authority which 
is sacred, as sacred as is the law that ho!ds to- 
gether that honor which is to be exercised when 
the form of government is decided upon. 

“To talk of patriotism and throw greasy cups 
in the air,” eaid Mgr. Capel. **may be very fine. 
To sing the Marseillaise and enjoy yourselves to 
your hearts’ content—that sounds patriotic. But 
Iam talking not of nonsense, but of principles. 

“It has been a bad side of your election, if I 
may say s0 as a Stranger, that you have tried to 
pull down those who were to be your rulers or 
your governors. | don’t say which side, for I am 
on neither, and it would beimpertinentif I were. 
fApplause.}] But to sustain and support author- 
ity and the holding of it is the first duty of every 

atriot. Peace to the press! You elect your 
President. In one sense he is the servant of the 
people by the very fact that they have chosen 
him to be the exerciser and the mouthpiece in 
the highest order of that authority which per- 
tains to them. In that senso he is their servant, 
but also in another sense. 

“While they have selected him for this su- 
preme position, that position is definitely and 
clearly marked out. It is marked out by the 
Con-titution and limited by the laws which the 
people have enacted. A patriot, therefore, looks 
to the Constitution, the law, and to him who 
presides as their material expression. 

“There is danger in a country liko yours,” 
said the lecturer, ““where there is so much 
activity, where men are forced to journey to 
the East and the West, where they have to beso 
many hours away from thcir families, of forget- 
ting the thought of home. Yu. live largely in 
hotels. Or if not largely in hotels, you are prone 
to live there. There is a tendency to what is 
called in my country to flit, a strong readiness 
to be on the move. There is not an American 
lady who could not be ready to-morrow to go ta 
San Francisco. [Laughter.] The very business- 
like way in which they strap themselves up 
is proof of the facilities of a traveling 
people. A traveling people is not a _ peo- 
ple that loves its home under such circum- 
stances. There is a tendency to break up the 
old traditions of homes. A very distinguished 
gentleman in the West said to me the other 
day: ‘I have put up this house for three years, 
to see if it will suit me.’ Well,’ said Monsignor, 
laughing, “I buy a coat in that way. Now, 
it is absolutely necessary,”’ he added, seriously, 
“that you struggle hard to make your home the 
centre where children may become patriots. 

** There is a determination to make out that I 
attack the schools. I praise the schools as far as 
they go, but | want some morein them. Capital 
school rooms, admirably furnished, books and 
apparatus of the highest possible order. That is 
good as far as it goes. But let us havea little 
bit more. Let your schools be centres, not mere. 
ly for singing political songs, not where your 
masters or mistresses are appointed because they 
are friends of mister the Mayor. Let these be 
appointed upon their merits and goodness. 

“T cannot lay too much stress upon these 
things. I have received at the hands of the 
Americans more kindness, perhaps, than any 
foreigners whojhave come tothis country during 
the past few years. | have been admitted to 
your homes and been treated in a manner that 
is princely. You will say that Il am prejudiced; 
that Icame from acountry where things must 
be as old as Methusaleh. Well, perhaps,” said 
Monsignor, laughing, ‘‘ they ought to be. If 
you are to keep up your spirit as Americans it 
must bein your home. If the women of Amer- 
ica are empresses they have the respcnsibilities 
of empresses. [Applause.] It is all very well 
for you to say that you have more privileges 
than the women of Europe—and I concede that 
—but do not forget your duties and responsibili- 
ties. Remember that your husbands are the 
breadwinners and that you are formers of char- 
acters. Itis well for your children that their 
mothers are better educated than their fathers.”

ALABAMA'S LEGISLATURE. 

MontTGomeEry, Ala., Nov. 12.—H. C. Arm- 
strong (Dem.) was to-day elected Speaker of the 
House, and D. W. McIver (Dem.) was elected 
Clerk. Both branches of the Legislature are 
now organized. 

The Governor’s message is exclusively a State 
paper. Itshows the financial condition of the 


State to be good, and that all the State institu- 
tions are in a prosperous condition. It refers to 
the flight of the late Treasurer Vincent, and to 
the great efforts made to capture him, which 
have all proved futile. The Governor urges the 
Legislature to be prudent in legislation, and 
rather deprecates the idea of a reduction of the 
rate of State tax. The university, Agricultural 
College, and Insane eae “be have all been nearly 
doubled in capacity. More than half of the 
donation of 4,600 acres of land for the benefit of 
the university has been located. The schools 
have increased in numbers and efficiency from 
the appropriation of the last Legislature. The 
blacks are getting their full share of schools ac- 
cording to population. The message is regarded 
as a very able exhibit of the State’s condition. 





THE PLENARY COUNCIL. 
BALTIMORE, Nov. 12.—At the meeting of 
the Plenary Council to-day the several sub- 
jects to be considered were called up and 
placed in the hands of committees. It is ex- 
pected that most of the committees will be 


ready to report on Friday. It is understood that 
the higher education of the clergy and of the 
people ana the marriage relation will be among 
the most important subjects to be disposed of. 
Only matters affecting the government of the 
Catholic church in the United States will be con- 
sidered, the council having nothing to do with 
the dogmas of the faith, The attendance of del- 
egates at the session to-day was full. This even- 
ing Bishop Gilmour, of Cleveia d, preached at 
the cathedral on the * Necessity of Revelation.” 
To-morrow a pontifical mass of requiem will be 
celebrated at the cathedral for the repose of the 
souls of the Bishops who have died since the 
meeting of the second Plenary Council. Arch- 
bishop Alemany, of San Francisco, will be the 
celebrant, and Archbishop Corrigan, of New- 
York, will pronounce the eulogium.

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THE ARMY OF PENSIONERS 


THE NUMBER AND COST OF THE 
GOVERNMENT’S WARDS. 
COMMISSIONER DUDLEY’S REPORT AS TO THE 
NON-POLITICAL WORK UNDER GIS 

CHARGE LAST YEAR. 

WaAsHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The Secretary of 
the Interior has received the annual report of 
the Commissioner of Pensions for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1884. The report is dated Nov. 10, 
and is signed by W. W. Dudley, Commissioner. 
It stated that there were at the close of the year 
822,755 pensioners, classified as follows: 218,956 
army invalids, 75,836 army widows, minor chil- 
dren, and dependent relatives, 2,616 navy in- 
valids, 1,938 navy widows, minor children, and 
dependent relatives, 5,898 survivors of the war of 
1812, and 19,512 widows of those who served in 
that war. There were added to the roll during 
the year the names of 34,192 pensioners and the 
names of 1,221 whose pensions hud been previ- 
ously dropped were restored to the roll, making 
an aggregate of 35,413 pensions added during the 
year. During the year the names of 16,315 were 
dropped from the rolls for various causes, leav- 
ing a nctincrease to the number on the roll of 
19,098. 

The average annual value of each pension at 
the close of the year was $106 75 and the aggre- 
gate annual value of all pensions $34,456,600, an 
increase over like value for the previous year of 

2,211,407 92. The amount paid for pensions dur- 
ing the year was $56,908,597, exceeding the an- 
nual value of pensionsseveral millions of dollars, 
which represents the first payments, generally in 
new claims, and known as arrears of pensions. 
The amount paid during the year to 31,207 new 


pensioners was $23,413,815, and there remained in | 


the bands of the several Pension Agents 7,203 
cases of this class unpaid, in which there was due 
$4,919,090. Since the year 1801 pension claims to 
the number of 526,354 have been filed on account 
of disability and 823,462 on account of death 
alleged to be due to the service, claims for the 
latter cause baving been filed by widows and de- 
pendent relatives. Of the invalid claims 272,624, 
and the widows and dependent relatives 213,082, 
oratotal of 485,105 claims, have been allowed. 
Besides a comparatively small number pen- 
sioned for disability or death from causes origi- 
nating in the service prior to March 4, 1861, and 
those of the regular army since 1865, this num- 
ber represents the pensions granted on account 
of the war of the rebellion. The acts of 187land 
1878 provided a pension on aceount of service 
during the war of 1812. Since the former date 
78,106 ciaams of this class have been filed, 34.646 
by the surviving soldiers and sailors and 43,460 
by the widows of those who served in that war. 
Of this number, 59,424 have been allowed, 25,658 
to the survivors and 33,765 to the widows. in the 
aggregate, since 1861, 927,922 claims have been 
filed and 545,130 have been allowed. 

The Commissioner says that at the rate claims 
bave been filed for the past few years the close 
of the year 1886 will undoubtedly show 1,000,000 
claims filed for pensionssince 1561. Since that year 
the total amount disbursed is $678,346,834. Of the 
whole number of army invalid claims filed from 
1861 to 1865, both inclusive, representing the first 
period (three years of which was while the war 
of the rebellion was yet in progress) 77.8 per cent. 
have been allowed; for the next five years, to 
1876, 79.9 per cent. havé been allowed; the next 
five years, 1875, 67.4 per cent. have been alicwed; 
the next five years, to 1880, which termi- 
nates the arrears period, 47.8 per cent. have 
been allowed, and for the next period of four 
years, to 184, 10.1 per cent. have been 
allowed; or of all the ciaims of this class, (army 
invalids.) fileg@ within the arrears period to July 
1, 1880, 62.2 na cent. have been allowed, and there 
are still pending of this class of army invalids 
95,441 or 21 per cent. of the number filed. The 
report states that 82.8 per cent. of the whole 
number of claims pending awaitsthe action of 
the claimants or their witnesses upon un- 
answered calls from this office. Rut a little over 
1 per cent. await the action of the War Depart- 
ment, the same being as near up to date as prac- 
ticable. Of the whole number pending 14 per 
cent. stands chargeable to delay in this office, 
14,719 of which awaited a special examination, 
4,872 awaited the action of the Board of Review, 
and 622 the action of the medical branch 
of the office, thus leaving 13,610 claims which 
awaited the examination of evidence which had 
been filed. Upward of 50 per cent. of the whole 
number of claims which have been filed, carry- 
ing with them arrears of pension, have been al- 
lowed. The claims pending of this class consti- 
tute the class which present the greater difficul- 
ties in the way of settlement. With the very 
large percentage of this number which await the 
action of the claimants it is evident that they 
meet with great obstacles in procuring such tes- 
timony as shall, un.er the decision of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior and Attorney-General and 
the practice of the office, justify favorable ac- 
tion. 

The Commissioner advocates the adoption of 
remedial legisiation by Congress which shall 
take from the claimant some of the burdens 
which, in their operation, amount to a practical 
denial of his claim. The Commissioner adds: 
** Unless legislation applicable to them be con- 
sidered,the same to specify the classes to be 
affected, and the character of proof which shall 
be deemed sufficient to entitle to pension, the re- 
sult will be to practically deny the pension to 
many thousands of brave and disabled soldiers, 
whose suffering and unfortunate social condition 
appeals to the gratitude, the sympathy, and mer- 
citul consideration of Congress. Perhaps it 
would be more to the purpose to say that the 
piea forand in behalf of the veterans was. for 
justice and justice alone.” 

Of the system of special examinations he says: 
“It cannot fail to be gratifying to show that 
the service has been more than self-sustaining, 
with a bal ince of $1,802,102 82 as the net saving 
for one year. This saving is made up of the 
amount of pension computed as due in cases in- 
vestigated, which were afterward rejected; the 
accrued pension due in cases of those who were 
receiving pensions, which, upon investigation, 
were made to terminate; money refunded which 
had been illegally received by pensioners, &c., 
from which are deducted the per diem and 
traveline expenses of the special examiners, 
showing the balance as net saving.” 

In conclusion, the Commissioner says: * The 
clerical force which has been provided, and 
which has during the past year performed the 
work of this office, has no superior ana but few 
equals in the service of the Government for 
fidelity to their duty and conscientious dis- 
charge thereof. In point of industry and 
amount of work accomplished they can safely 
challenge comparison with any like force in any 
department of the Government.”

GOVERNMENT CROP REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The November returns 
ef cotton to the Department of Agriculture relate to 
the yield per acre, and show the effects of the long-con- 
tinued drought in reducing production. The lateness 
of killing frosts bas less effect than usual in enlarging 
the yield, as the vitality of the plants was too nearly 
exhausted to produce atop crop, The drought had not 


been broken at some poiuis on the Gulf coast at the 
date of returns. The indicated yield per acre is lower 
every State than in the census year, 
one of average production. The 
) are now.— as en, in Florida, 
Georgia, Alabama, and Texas. The reduction is this 
year very marked in Louisiana and Arkansas, the 
region of the most productive cotton lands. The re- 
turns by States indicate the yield per acre as follows, 
the figures being subject to modification by fuller 
returns: Virginia, 150 pounds: North Carolina, 175; 
South Carolina, 152; Georgia, 185; Florida, 105; Ala- 
bama, 130; Mississippi, 175; Louisiana, 190; Texas, 
148; Arkansas, 200; Tennessee, 160. The indications 
pointtoacrop somewhat larger then that of 1883, 
gathered in unusualiy fine condition, of good color, 
unstained by storms, and free from trash and dirt. 

The returns of the rate of yield of corn indicatea 
product somewhat in excess of 1,800,000,000 bushels, 
or an average rate ot a small fraction above 26 bushels 
wed acre. The best yields are, as in 1883, in what has 

een designated the Great American Desert. The 
“arid regions” in the vicinity of the 
hundredth meridian have peosenes aad | 
of maize of high quality. That ine of 
longitude has ceased to be an_ absolute 
barrier to corn production or general farming: the 
rate of yield in Nebraska being 38.5; in Kansas, 38; 
Iowa, 85; Missouri, $34; Minnesota, 38.5; Ohio, 81; Illi: 
nois, 80; Indiana, 29; Michigan, 27; Wisconsin, 24.5; 
Kentucky, 23. The Pacitic coast returns a yield of 33 
bushels in Washington, California 30 bushels, and 
Oregon, 28 bushels he Southern States report a 
yield of 22 bushels in Maryland, 20 in Tennessee, 19 in 
Arkansas, 16 in Virginia, 15 in Texas, 13 in Mississippi 
and Alabama, 12.8 in Louisiana, 11 in Georgia. and less 
in other States. The New-England States average 
nearly 33 bushels, New-York returns 30 bushels, and 
Pennsyivania 31 bushels. The quality of corn is bet- 
ter than in 1883 nearly everywhere, and in the northern 
belt it is worth 25 to 75 per cent. more. 

_ The potato crop is nearly an average yield, or 90 
vushels per acre, and exceeds 190,000,000 bushels.

It is recommended that the Revised 
Statutes be amended 80 as to give deep-draught shi 
the right of way in deep and narrow channels in locali- 
ties where light-draught vessels will not be liable to 
capa by using shoaler water. Relative to the work 
ot the Hydrographic Office, it is recommended 
that new surveys be made of portions of 
the north coast of South America and the 
coast of San Domingo. The Thetis and Bear, pur- 
chased for the Greely relief expedition, would answer 
for this purpose did not a clause in the act appropriat- 
ing money for that expedition require them to be sold. 
It is suggested that this clause be repealed, and that 
these two ships be retained in the naval service for 
surveying purposes. It is also recommended that this 
Government shall continue the hydrographic work of 
the Sandwich Islands now being carried on by the Ha- 
waiiuan Government by running lines of deep-sea 
soundings to determine whether the innumerabie dan- 
gers which are now reported in the Pacific Ocean do 
or do not exist. 

A survey of the west coast of Central America is 
now being continued south and east of San Juan del 
Sur, Nicaragua. Nautical men generally, the report 
says, favor the adoption of a universal system of 
marks and buoys for channels and approaches to har- 
bors. An appropriation is earnestly urged for new 
buildings for the naval observatory, because of the 
dilapidated condition and unhealthy and improper 
location of the present building. The work on the 
Nautical Almanac for 1888 is well advanced.

CONDITION OF THE ARMY. 
REPORTS OF MAJOR-GENS. HANCOCK AND 
POPE. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—Major-Gen. Hancock, 
commanding the Division of the Atlantic, in his annual 
report to the Adjutant General, says that in his divis- 
ion there are 350 commissioned officers and 2,748 en- 
listed men. He deems it prudent to keep the garrison 
of Fort Barrancas, Florida, in camp near Atlanta, Ga.. 
until early in December, when, if the danger from 
yellow fever is passed, they can be ordered back to 
their post, The post schools are reported to be not in 
f& prosperous condition, on account of an unwillingness 
on the part of the soldiers to submit themselves to the 
restraint of the schoolroom. The results of the annual 
rifle competitions are reported as exhibiting a high 
order of excellence in firing practice. A recommenda- 
tion is made for the establishment of a garrison at Fort 
Montgomery, Rouse’s Point, New-York, and the hope 
is expressed that it may not be long before the project 
is carried out. The ofticers of Gen. Hancock’s stati ure 
een tor faithful and efficient performance of 

uty. 

Major-Gen. John Pope, commanding the Division of 
the Pacific, in bis annual report to the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, says the troops of the division have been Occupied 
during the last year almost solely in drill and disci- 
pline and the administration incident to such a com- 
mand. ‘I'he enlargement of quarters at certain posts 
is reported necessary, and an appropriation is recom- 
mended for that purpose. Gen. Pope says: “The In- 
dians in California and Nevada have continued, and 
are likely to remain, perfectly quiet. It is sug- 
gested that the lands in the Indian Reserva- 
tion, near Fort Gaston, be assigned in sever- 
alty to the Indians now occupying them. Gen. 
Pope wishes also that the Indians in the 
vicinity of Fort_McDermitt be provided for in that 
neighborhood. They seem wedded to that region, and 
t seems impracticable to keep most of them anywhere 
else except by force. In his opinion, they have been 
rather hursbly treated for some years past, and have 
borne it quietly and peacefully. He thinks there is no 
sufficient reason to keep up Fort Halleck, but for- 
bears from making any recommendation, because of 
the different opinion entertained by the Lieutenant- 
General. Gen. Crook’s policy toward the Apaches is 
highly commended, and it is suggested that he should 
be sustained and given such further authority 
and control as he thinks necessary. <A con- 
tinuation of his policy, Gen. Pope says, will 
certainly in a very few years. leave no 
necessity for alarm or military protection in that 
region. No opinion is expressed upon the recommen- 
dationof Gen. Crook that the franchise be given to 
the Apaches as a necessary part of his scheme for re- 
claiming them. He says it isa matterso far in the 
future, and so much more the business of tlie political 
than of the military department of the Government, 
that it seems rather out of piace for the division com- 
mander to consider it. He calls attention to the de- 
fenseless condition of the entrance to Puget Sound, as 
reported by Gen. Miles, of the Department of the Co- 
lumbia, and the necessity of ascertaining the value, in 
a military view, of land the Government has made for 
defensive arrangements. The continuation of target 
practice for three years willl, it is thought, find at 
least 30 per cent. of the enlisted men of the army 
qualified marksmen.

FROM PRESIDENTS TO JUSTICES. 

The first regular meeting, since the elec- 
tion, of the Young Men’s Republican Club, of 
this city, was held last night at the club rooms, 
No. 21 West Twenty-seventh-street. That glad, 
happy, joyous look which was the chief charac- 
teristic of the members of this club up to Noy.

LIVE STOCK IN CHICAGO. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—All kinds of shipping Cat- 
tle were Jower to-day. The decline was uneven, vary- 
ing from 10c, to 25c., but the average reduction was 
nearer the latter than the former figure. Thetable of 
receipts show an increase since Saturday of over 6,000 
head, as compared with the corresponding time last 


week. Thisexplainsthe break in prices, though a weak 
New-York market contributed to the depression. ‘There 
was a very full attendunce of shippers, and at the mod- 
itled prices considerable uctivity was developed, 
though there proved to be more Cattle than could be 
disposed of even at that sacrifice. Sales were from 
44 10@%4 25 for common rough lotsto $6 80 for choice 
1,400 to 1,570 Ib. Steers. ‘he average quality was 
rather poor for the time of year, as is shown 
by the fact that very few lots were taken at prices 
above $585.

There was a heavy feeling at the close, with a pros- 
pect that the morrow will see a further softening. Nua- 
tive butchers’ stock did not sellto so good advantage 
as earlier in the week. It was in larger supply, 
and moved slowly at 5¢c.@15c. off from Tuesday’s 
prices, notwithstanding there was a very good 
demand. Sales of Cows were at $2 50@$4 25 for poor to 
choice, while Bulls went at $2@83 50, and common to 
fair little Steers at $4@#4 80.

Vhe Board of Aldermen, after two days’ 
effort, have canvassed the returns of three 


Assembly districts. At this rate they will 
not be through before the end of next 
week. The State Board of Canvassers 
will meet at Albany to receive the county 
statements of the votes for Presidential 
Electors on Wednesday next. If thestate- 
ments are not all in they may adjourn 
from day to day not exceeding five 
fiays. There seems to. be nothing 
to prevent the Aldermen from taking 
their time, and perhaps they are 
working with reasonable expedition, but 
they could easily have their statement in 
the hands of the Secretary of State before 
‘Wednesday next if they would canvass 
the returns for Electors throughout all the 
districts first. The statement of the vote 
for Electors is a separate one, and there is 
nothing in the law to prevent its being 
made first. Unless it is done the State 
Board is likely to have to wait for the 
statement from this county. 








Some cruel person seems to have been 
working on the tender mind of Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior JOSLYN by a pe- 
culiarly heartless hoax. He has been as- 
sured thata lotof ballots. headed ‘Demo- 
cratic ticket, and containing the names 
of Grace for Mayor and of the Blaine 
Electors, were‘wickedly thrown out at the 
election in this city, and that JoHN KELiy 
i frantically calling for these ballots to 
have them counted, so as to give BLAINE 
n plurality in the State of ‘‘at least 4,000.”

ready, and with every hour that brings 
the Blaine managers nearer to the failure 
of their crazy schemes it becomes less, 
The schemers themselves have been badly 
scared, and are only awaiting a decent 
excuse to subside. 











Tke Tribune had three articles of great 
power yesterday mercilessly showing up 
the various villainies of THE Times. The 
obvious object of these three tremendous 
screeds was to prevent Blaine voters who 
had taken the Tribune for the campaign 
from dropping it like a hot potato now 
that the campaign is over. Perhaps a 
better plan to achieve that result would 
be to print somenews. Yesterday, for ex- 
ample, the Tribune admitted having heard 
from twenty-seven counties, but it gave 
official figures from only eight, and 
muddled up a table of majorities by 
counties so that no human being 
could make anything out of it without 
footing up the figures for himself.

But it is also 
true that whoever bought the Tribune 
and wished to know how the ‘‘ official 
count” was going, to which the Tribune 
had been appealing for a week, found it 
necessary at once to throw away the Trib- 
une and get hold of a newspaper. The 
Blaine man who is willing to accept at- 
tacks upon THE TIMEs in lieu of the news 
of the day will doubtless continue to read 
the Tribune. 








Anything more peaceful than the army 
reports this year it would be difficult to 
find. Major-Gen. Hancock reports on 
the health of a little garrison belonging to 
Fort Barrancas and on the condition of 
the post schools, which do not flourish. 
Major-Gen. Popr says that his troops on 
the Pacific have been occupied almost 
solely in drill and discipline and adminis- 
trative duties, and discusses the behavior 
and prospects of friendly Indians. Both 
officers agree with Gen. SHERIDAN that 
the efforts to improve the marksmanship 
of the army have been very successful. 
Major-Gen. Pope thinks that if contin- 
ued for three years 30 per cent. of the en- 
listed men will be ‘‘ qualified marksmen.” 
These reports will be read with amazed 
envy by the more intelligent, at least, of 
the taxpayers of Europe. 








The returns of the corn crop to the De- 
partment of Agriculture show that the 
average yield per acre is a trifle over 26 
bushels. It is acurious comment on the 
theory which was much discussed a few 
years since in the Southern press that 
what the South needed more than any- 
thing else was to raise its own corn that 
no Southern State reports an average yield. 
That of Maryland,22 bushels, is the highest, 
and the rate descends to 11 in Georgia and 
‘less in other States.” The highest yield 
reported is that of Nebraska, 38.5, while 
New-York yields 30, Pennsylvania 31, and 
the New-England States nearly 33. The 
most fertile corn lands are in what a few 
years ago was known as the “ Great 
American Desert.” 








The Monmouth battle monument, at 
Freehold, N. J., which is to be unveiled to- 
day, is one of a number of memorials of the 
Revolution which we owe to the patriotic 
zeal of local societies. The act of Congress 
passed, if we remember rightly, four or 
five years since assures national aid to 
any project of commemoration for which 
there is a substantial guarantee of local 
interest. Under this stimulus every fa- 
mous field of the Revolution ought before 
many years to be designated by a durable 
monument. Unfortunately, no effectual 
guarantee of the artistic quality of the 
memorial has thus far been exacted, and 
it is much to be desired that some general 
method may be arrived at of securing at 
least the worthiest forms of commemo- 
ration within the reach of the present 
generation of American architects and 
sculptors. 


PUTTING THE BLAME ON ELKINS. 


The machine politicians in this city and 
Brooklyn seem disposed to admit that Mr. 
BLAINE is defeated, and with one accord 
put the blame upon Mr. STEPHEN B. 
ELkKIns, of New-Mexico. Strange as it 
may seem, they do not denounce Mr. 
ELKIns for his part in loading such a can- 
didate upon the party, nor do they 
appear to appreciate that his own 
character and associations were dama- 
ging tothe cause of which he was the 
leading champion. They denounce him 
because he did not supply them with all 
the money they wanted to carry on the can- 
vass in these two cities. JOHNNY O’BRIEN, 
BARNEY BIGLIN, and MIKE CREGAN, of 
this city, and AL DaGGETT and MIKE 
Davy, of Brooklyn, are firm believers in 
the potency of money for carrying elec- 
tions, and they have a supreme contempt 
for any manager who does not appreciate 
their methods of working and freely sup- 
ply them with funds to be disbursed at 
their own discretion. 

We will not undertake to say how just 
may be the complaints of these eminent 
exponents of political methods in the 
metropolis, but we believe.that they and 
their methods are among the causes that 
have long been working to the ruin of the 
party that has tolerated them. But what 
is to be said of the magnetic power for 
the attraction of votes in a ticket that 
owes its defeat to a failure to supply such 
workers as O’BRIEN and BIGLIN and DacG- 
GEeTtT and Dapy with money to be scat-: 
tered through the grogshops of New-York 
and Brooklyn? These cities contain about 
one-third of the population and not 
far from one-half of the wealth of 
this State. Their people are not 
backward in contributing to any cause 
that appeals to their convictions and en-

could get very uttle from them, and con- 
sequently he did not have much to dis- 
burse in their behalf. New-York and 
Brooklyn Republicans would be placed in 
a humiliating position if it were admitted 
that they must depend upon the National 
Committee to raise money elsewhere for 
the necessary expenses of their canvass. 

Mr. ELKINS has much to answer for, 
and his political methods and ideas are not 
calculated to benefit any party or candi- 
date in whose service they are enlisted, 
but it is the least of his failings in the 
late campaign that he did not furnish the 
corrupt gang of machine politicians in 
this city and Brooklyn with the funds they 
asked for. The real difficulty lay in the 
incubus of a ticket which did not 
command the confidence or incite the 
zeal of the people. Nobody who 
wanted to vote for Mr. BLaIne 
was prevented from doing so from 
alack of disbursements to furnish him 
with ballots. Thousands voted for him 
with great reluctance, and thousands 
more because their votes were bargained 
for. The machine managers think others 
might have been hired or bought if the 
handling of a liberal campaign fund had 
been given to them, but a ticket that 
failed for lack of that kind of support 
must have been a pretty heavy weight on 
the energies of the party. 








AN ‘* OPINION.” 


It was perhaps natural that the County 
Canvassers of Dutchess County should 
resort to Judge BARNARD to settle a doubt 
that arose in their minds as to what dispo- 
sition to make of a doubtful ballot, but it 
is hardly so much a matter of course that 
Judge BARNARD should undertake to ad- 
vise them, and still less so that he 
should give them the counsel which 
he is reported to have given. He 
knew, if the committee of the County 
Canvassers did not, that he could give no 
opinion as a Judge on any such applica- 
tion; that his opinion when given would 
have no other value than that of any law- 
yer of equal standing; and he ought to 
have known, if he did not. that the ex- 
pression of a private and personal opinion 
in a matter which might come before him 
as a Judge was an unwise, not to say an 
indelicate and improper, proceeding on 
his part. There is no reason to doubt 
Judge BARNARD’s entire good faith in the 
premises, he has an unquestioned au- 
thority as a Judge, when he is called upon 
in the regular course, to speak as a Judge. 
But there is a manifest danger to the judi- 
ciary in the indulgence of what, without 
disrespect, may be termed amateur adju- 
dication, however well meant. 

The case arose as follows: A ballot cut 
from a city newspaper, containing the 
names of the Cleveland Electors, and 
indorsed ‘‘ President, No. 1,” was found 
in the box in the Fourth District of 
Fishkill. As the indorsement was one 
required in this city, and different 
from the one required outside the city, 
the Inspectors returned it ‘‘ Defective.” 
The County Canvassers, in doubt what 
to do with it, sent a committee to 
Judge BaRNARD for counsel, and he told 
them, in substance, to ‘‘ count it,” because 
‘“‘a jury would have allowed it.” He is 
said to have added: ‘“ That is just what 
the Board [of County Canvassers] is for— 
to allow that which, when it comes toa 
jury, is a good vote.” The board, on 
getting this opinion, gave the vote to 
CLEVELAND, and diminished BLAINr’s 
plurality in Dutchess County one. 

We can hardly believe that Judge BarR- 
NARD gaveinthis form, or even in sub- 
stance, such an opinion as this, because it 
is not only without any apparent founda- 
tion in the statute, but is opposed to sev- 
eral essential provisions of the statute, 
and is, moreover, marked by a curious 
confusion as to what the Board of Can- 
vassers can do or what influence a predic- 
tion of the course of a jury should have 
over them. The law is perfectly ex- 
plicit that what is to be canvassed by 
the County Board is ‘‘ the original state- 
ments of the canvass in each elec- 
tion district.” It has been decided 
that in canvassing these ‘‘ statements” 
the board ‘‘ are not authorized to institute 
any inquiry as to the authenticity of the 
returns, but are to take those produced be- 
fore them, if they are regular on their 
face; and if they are not regular on their 
face they must return them to the In- 
spectors for correction.” And the In- 
spectors, in any correction they may make, 
shall ‘‘ only cause their canvass to be cor- 
rectly stated.” It is quite probable that 
an application might be made to Judge 
BARNARD for a mandamus to compel the 
Board of Canvassers to retrace the very 
step he has advised them totake. The 
acceptance by the County Canvassers of 
information as to the election outside the 
original statements of the Inspectors 
would be ground for such an application; 
so would a neglect to return the state- 
ments for correction to the Inspectors if 
any correction were needed; so would the 
acceptance of any corrections not made 
by the Inspectors. In case of such an 
application the fact that these above-de- 
scribed errors were made by Judge Bar- 
NARD’S advice might be very embarrass- 
ing to him, but it would not help the can- 
vassers, and, after argument, we venture 
to say that it would not prevent the Judge 
as Judge overruling his ‘ opinion” as a 
lawyer. 

The most remarkable feature of Judge 
BARNARD’S opinion, as reported, is the 
hopeless confusion in which it involves 
him as to the functions of the County 
Board of Canvassers and the principle by 
which they should be guided. So far 
from its being their duty or their right 
**to allow that which, when it comes to 
a jury, is a good vote,” their duties, as de- 
fined by the courts in a well-known case, 
are ‘‘purely ministerial,” and ‘cannot 
be extended by them beyond a mere 
count . of what appear on. their 
face to be the original returns, and 
which are apparently regular.” They 
are not given by the law one shred of the 
discretion which is the essential quality of 
ajury. For them to cast their eyes down 
thefuture and undertake to assume what 

a jury would do in a case not yet pre- 
sented toany jury, on which no testimony 
has been taken and no argument sub-

mitted. and as to which no jury has had 


Cines, Thursd: 
judicial. guidance authoritatively be- 
stowed, is simply absurd. And we may 
add that it would be much more prudent 
for them, if they are to be influenced by 
the possible action of a jury, to consider 
what verdict a jury would have to render 
were the County Board of Canvassers 
brought before them charged with exceed- 
ing their powers. In such a case the 
purely voluntary and unauthoritative 
‘‘opinion” of Judge BARNARD might be a 
ground for the mercy of the court, but it 
would not change the offense. 








THE “‘ COLOR LINE” IN THE SOUTH. 

The Atlanta (Ga.) Constitution and the 
Memphis (Tenn.) Appeal have been doing 
a needful and timely service to the South- 
ern negroes by assuring them that the 
election of CLEVELAND does not in any 
way imperil the rights conferred upon 
them by the Constitution and the laws. 


.No doubt the negroes have been exten- 


sively assured that a Democratic success 
in the country at large would involve their 
disfranchisement, if not their re-enslave- 
ment. There has not only been at no time 
any justification for such a fear, but there 
has at no time since 1876 been any reason 
to suppose that the success of one party 
or the other in a national election would 
in any way alter the social or political 
condition of the blacks. We put the date 
at 1876 as the formal close of the period 
of reconstruction. Since that date the 
General Government has not undertaken 
any other functions in the Southern 
States than it had before undertaken in 
the Northern States. In fact the Repub- 
lican Party had done everything it could 
do for the negroes when it insisted that the 
suffrage should be bestowed upon them 
on no different conditions than those 
which limited white suffrage. It could 
not effectually interfere to protect the 
right thus bestowed without changing the 
whole form of our government, and this 
has not been attempted since the inaugu- 
ration of Mr. HAYEs. 

We are bound to say, however, that the 
distrust of their white neighbors which 
the blacks of the South entertain, and 
which such newspapers as those we cite 
are trying to remove, is a feeling discred- 
itable to the whites. Its existence shows 
that the stories that used to be told when 
slavery still prevailed of the contentment 
of the slaves and their affection for their 
masters were all untrue, and also that 
no successful effort has been made by 
the whites since the war to  con- 
ciliate the negroes. If the white 
South has been ‘‘solid” in politics 
against the North, the black South 
has been equally solid against the whites, 
for colored Democrats are at least as rare in 
the South as white Republicans. The result 
is that, according to Southern newspapers, 
the negro will take political advice from a 
Northern political adventurer much more 
readily than from the white neighbors 
among whom his life has been passed. 
This division of politics by a ‘‘ color line,” 
any reflective Southerner will admit, is a 
social as well as a merely political danger. 
The whites of the South, as the more 
intelligent and powerful of the two races, 
must bear the main responsibility for 
this division. The inauguration of CLEVE- 
LAND will deprive them of the excuses 
they have hitherto made for drawing 
thé color line in their local politics. It 
will at the same time give them such an 
opportunity as they have not enjoyed be- 
fore of conciliating the negro vote, and of 
safely dividing upon other than national is- 
sues in State affairs. If they neglect this op- 
portunity they will wantonly continue the 
dangerous social condition which they 
have some excuse for saying has hereto- 
fore been forced upon them. 








EFFECT OF THE AMENDMENT. 

Mayor Epson has submitted to the Cor- 
poration Counsel some important consider- 
ations in regard to the effect upon the in- 
terests of this city of the adoption of the 
constitutional amendment limiting its 
power to issue bonds. He is of the opin- 
ion that some very serious complications 
and embarrassments may arise. The city 
cannot incur any indebtedness after the 
ist of January in excess of 10 per cent. of 
the assessed value of real estate except in 
the form of bonds issued in anticipation of 
revenue from taxes and for the purpose of 
increasing the water supply. 

The last assessed valuation of real es- 
tate subject to taxation in this city was 
$1,119,761,597, 10 per cent. of which is 
$111,976,159 70. The bonded debt, ex- 
clusive of revenue bonds, will be on the 
1st of January $125,810,579 33, of which 
bonds amounting to $35,479,579 33 will be 
held by the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund. The Mayor seems to be in duubt 
as to whether the sinking fund should be 
deducted from the gross debt in calculat- 
ing the limit of indebtedness allowed 
under the new amendment. There ought 
to be no doubt whatever about this, though 
under the present absurd laws on the 
subject there may be. The city owns 
these bonds in the sinking fund, and 
there is no sense in reckoning in its in- 
debtedness what it owes only to itself. 
In point of fact, these bonds ought to be 
canceled, and an act was introduced in 
the Legislature last Winter providing for 
this disposition of them, but it was de- 
feated partly through the influence, if we 
remember rightly, of Mayor Epson him- 
self. It is our belief that a careful con- 
sideration of the law will justify the ex- 
clusion of the sinking fund from the 
amount of indebtedness which the city 
will be allowed to incur after the ist of 
January. Besides, the Croton water stock 
is certainly to be deducted. 

But assuming that the city is to be 
placed in the position of being unable to 
issue bonds after the close of the present 
year until its limit of indebtedness is 
brought down, which can never be done 
if the sinking fund is included and con- 
tinues to be managed on the present 
system, there will undoubtedly be trouble. 
The expenses of the Dock Department are 
met by the issue of bonds, as are all those 
connected with street openings and public 
improvements the cost of which are 
finally met by assessments. For the issue 
of dock bonds and assessment bonds there 
must always be a considerable margin 
within the 10 per cent. limit. The Mayor 
very properly - calls attention to this 





‘matter and it should receive careful con- 
sideration, but we doubt if his apprehen- 
sions are well founded. 





A WAIL OVER WASTE PAPER. 


The dissatisMled person who sits aloft in 
the Tall Tower and keeps the news out of 
the Tribune’s columns is pained at the 
course of THE Times. He accuses THE 
TIMES of uttering “ atrocious and entirely 
unprovoked libels on the Republicans of. 
the interior of this State,” and of wantonly 
attempting ‘‘to drag these honest and 
unimpeached Republicans down to its 
own level by charging that a conspiracy 
was on foot having for its object the 
falsification of the election returns from 
the interior.” 

This is an irredeemable, unmitigated, 
whole-cloth lie, as the late Mr. BLAINE 
once observed. THE TIMES has never 
doubted the rectitude of the excellent 
gentlemen, Republicans and Democrats, in 
the interior of the State who are charged 
with the duty of counting the votes and 
making returns thereof. The fellows 
whom THE TIMES, according to the 
Tribune, has denounced as ‘‘ conspirators,” 
‘‘adventurers,” and ‘‘criminals,” are the 
political freebooters of the Elkins stripe, 
who are neither Republicans nor Demo- 
crats, but simply Blaine men, just as they 
would have been Dorsey men had 
the Hon. STEPHEN W. DorseEy been 
nominated at Chicago instead of Mr. 
BLAINE. These persons, whom the Tribune 
pathetically calls ‘‘ the distinguished lead- 
ers of the party, who are making a deter- 
mined stand in favor of the integrity of 
the ballot” are everything we have painted 
them—adventurers, conspirators, crim- 
inals, if you please. Ask Dorsry about 
that latter point. 

But the Tribune has good cause to feel 
ugly. The politicians whom it strove to 
serve during the campaign have the 
utmost contempt for it. They despise it 
for its silliness and nerveless, catnip-tea- 
and-mollycoddle way of making a polit- 
ical fight. There is good reason to believe 
that Mr. BLAINE has spoken his mind 
plainly about its conduct, and to be re- 
proved by a man like James G. BLAINE 
for any conceivable shortcoming would 
infuriate a person of even less sense and 
spirit than the editor of the Tribune pos- 
sesses, 

The main cause of the Tribune's fretful- 
ness, however, is the deplorable condition 
of its business. It has disgusted every- 
body by its reckless lying and suppression 
of news during the past week, and the use 
that has been made of it by Mr. GouLp 
and the betting men interested in finding 
dupes with whom they could “hedge” 
their lost bets on BLAINE has enraged 
thousands of its regular Blaine readers. 
Alarmed by the drop in its circulation 
it put at the head of its editorial columns 
an unsigned statement about the number 
of papers it printed, the only effect of 
which was to draw from the World a loud 
guffaw, accompanied by the unfeeling 
statement that the mechanical facilities of 
the Tribune were inadequate to the print- 
ing of anything like the number of papers 
claimed. This is probably true, but of the 
papers actually printed by far the larger 
part seem to remain uncalled for on the 
Tribune’s hands or to have been returned 
by newsdealers unable to dispose of them, 
for we have information from a trustwor- 
thy source that during the past week 6,000 
pounds a day of waste paper has gone to 
the ragman from the Tribune office. Six 
thousand pounds of paper would make 
48,000 Tribunes. But we do not think it 
would be quite fair to jump at the con- 
clusion that the entire 6,000 pounds each 
day was made up of unsold Tribunes, 
Every newspaper office produces waste 
paper in other ways—say 40 or 50 pounds 
a day; and just now the Tribune’s 
waste paper output is measurably in- 
creased by the volume of letters of objur- 
gation sent in by its duped readers. Take 
it altogether, the ordinary daily waste 
paper product of the Tribune office cannot 
fairly be estimated at less than 100 pounds. 
This leaves only 5,900 pounds for the un- 
sold paper account, which would make 
47,200 Tribunes every day. 

But again, it should not be hastily in- 
ferred—for we wish to be absolutely just 
in this matter—that these 47,200 Tribunes 
represent but one day’s unsold copies. We 
deem it improbable, indeed, that such is the 
case. The 42,000 pounds of waste paper 
which has been taken from its office dur- 
ing the past week probably represented the 
accumulation of ten days or two weeks; 
and if we make the calculation on this 
basis we shall see that the number of 
unsold copies is reduced to about 25,000 
per day, or 350,000 for the two weeks; 
say 10,000 a day for the week preceding 
election and 40,000 a day for the week 
following.

AMUSEMENTS.

THE ITALIAN OPERA. 

The representation of ‘‘I) Trovatore” at 
the Academy of Music, last evening, was neither 
the most finished nor the most striking per- 
formance of Verdi's opera that New-York audi- 
ences have been privileged to witness. It would 
be difficult, indeed, to supply a rendering of “IL 
Trovatore” that would efface all recollec- 
tions of the past. Every artist of emi- 
nence, whether tenor, baritone, soprano, 
or contralto, has essayed in turn 
one of the four important réles in the much- 
involved drama which the Lombard composer 
has set to music, and among the listeners at the 
Academy last night there were not a few that 
could remember the Leonoras, Azucenas, Man- 
ricos,and Di Lunas that thrilled the public a 
quarter of a century ago. With so many mem- 
ories whereby to torm standards of comparison, 
it is scarcely wonderful that yesterday’s rep- 
resentation should not have impressed the 
habitual operagoer very profoundly, It wasa 
representation given mainly by young artists, 
and assuch should not be judged too severely. 
And, as it elicited much applause it 1s to be set 
down as effective and, consequently, suc- 
cessful. Marrico and Leonora were 
personated by two singers new to 
local audiences. Signor Cardinali and 
Signorina Riccetti are both youthful, both are 
somewhaut deficient in experience, and both are 
gifted with voices of considerable beauty and 
power. The tenor is undoubtedly the most val- 
uable of the two accessions to Mr. Mapleson’s 
forces. Signor Cardinali’s tones are of the gen- 
uine tenor quality, they are full and vibrant, 
they extend from the lowest note of the 
tenor range to a ringing B, and the natural 
capacity ot the singer’s lungs, rather than skill 
acquired in the schools, enable him to sustain a 
tone for an unusual length of time. The fresh- 
ness and richness of his voice, and the fact that 
it met all demands made upon it by Verdi’s 
dramatic phrases and situations and by the art- 
ist’s desire to win the plaudits invariably 
called forth by tours de force, won for Signor 
Cardinali an immediate success. His nervous- 
ness, early in the evening, was very marked, and 
it imparted to his voice a tremor which after- 
ward disappearea almost completely. His sing- 
ing was not particularly emotional, refined, 
or varied, but as the performance pro- 
gressed Signor Cardinali 
self-control, and his ‘Ah! 
and “Ah! che la morte” were rendered 
with feeling and good taste. In “Di quella 
pira” he took B natural twice with ease and 
vigor—the second note was reached witia even 
greater facility and surety and brought forth 
with a purer tone than the first—and he 
held both tones until the house resounded 
with applause. If Signor Cardinali is as 
aceeptable in other roles as he is in Man- 
rico he will surely become a popular favor- 
ite. Vocally, Mile. Riccetti, who like the tenor is 
young and not uncomely, may achieve almost as 
much.’ Her voice is a fresh and resonant soprano, 
but her execution yesterday was rather imper- 
fect. When, however, she interpreted her last 
cavatina—** D’amor sull’ ali’—the partially un- 
favorableimpression wrought by her firstaria was 
dispelled, and it was felt that considerable 
allowance should be made for the evident un- 
easiness from which she suffered at the outset of 
the evening. It is to be feared that Signora 
Riccetti will never distinguish herself as an 
actress. If, as we are told, she has had five 
years’ experience upon the stage, they have 
borne little fruit. The Azucena of the occasion 
was Mme. Scalchi. The part is not one of the 
contralto’s best roles, but it is always a delight to 
listen to her broad and mellow tones, whatever 
the garb of the personage sho represents, and 
her numbers were applauded to the echo. Signor 
De Pasqualis was only a passable Di Luna. His 
voice is wanting in resonance, and his physique

ORATORIO SOCIETY OF NEW-YORK. 

The Oratorio Society of New-York in- 
augurated yesterday with the public rehearsal 
preceding its first concert this season, which oc- 
curs to-night, the twelfth year of its existence. 
The rehearsal occurred, as heretofore, at the 
Academy of Music, and the work chosen for in- 
terpretation was Mendelssohn’s ** Saint Paul,” an 
oratorio seldom given, and with cause. As a work 
illustrating by musical symbols highly dramatic 
scenes from the Scriptures, it falls far below 
“The Messiah” and “The Creation,” both 
in depth of feeling and vividness of 
color. That Mendelssohn applied him- 
self to his task in a most reverent 
spirit, that bis score abounds in beautifully 
melodious passages, as free from affectation and 
theatrical effect as the words of the text, is not 
to be gainsaid, but as a whole the oratorio is 
an achievement that should be heard un- 
der circumstances of a somewhat exceptional 
nature, to beas striking as intended. Writing 
of a performance of ‘Saint Paul” given ata 
Rhenish festival, under Mendelssohn's direction, 
20 years since, Chorley admitted that, for the 
first time, the work had produced upon 
him an impression that earlier and con- 
fessedly excellent renderings. had failed to 
convey. Yesterday’s interpretation of “ Saint 
Paul” was given ina theatre and not in a con- 
cert hall, and the choruses were sung by a 
choral force which was not as numerous as 
could be wished, many of the male 
members being unable to _ attend after- 
noon rehearsals, Hence the effect was 
not very marked. The performance this 
evening, when the concert takes place, will 
probably excite a livelier interest in the oratorio 
than was evinced yesterday. Among the solo- 
ists at the rehearsal Mr. Max Heinrich and Mrs. 
Walker won particular distinction; the or- 
chestra was, as usual, most efficient, and Dr. 
Damrosch conducted with his wonted energy

SPEAK AS THEY PASS BY. 

“ Farewellappearances of Adelina Patti,” 
so reads the first line of the Academy of 
Music advertisement published this morn- 
ing. As the present season has been 
heralded as Mme. Patti’s last in America the 
announcement made in these words seems appro- 
Ppriate enough, but Col. Mapleson said last night 
that it was intended te imply her speedy with. 


drawal from the stage of the Academy. When 
his attention was called toa printed statement 
in which he was made to say that **Mme. Patti 
will give her farewell performances next 
week unless the Directors furnish the 
guarantee of $16,000 which they promised 
me,” he said, “I don’t. know where they 
get all these things unless I say them when Iam 
asleep. However, the truth is that the Direct- 
ors agreed to give mea guarantee of $16,000 in 
consideration of my bringing over Patti, but 
now they refuse to keep thatagreement. Unless 
I get the $16,000 I shall withdraw Mme. Pattiand 
finish the season without her. The notice of her 
withdrawal will be published in all of the papers 
to-morrow morning.” 

** Will Mme. Patti return to Europe without 
making the tour of the country with you which 
was contemplated in your original plan?” 

“Ob, no. Mme. Patti has no intention of re- 
turning to Europe. She can rest just as well in 
this country asin Europe. She will sail for Eue 
rope on May 2 next and not before.” 

A Director of the Academy said last night: 
“Mr. Mapleson, soon after his arrival here, 
made ademand on the Board of Directors for 
$16,000, which be claimed that they had agreed 
to give him. The Directors never made any 
such agreement, and, of course, his demand was 
refused. After the performance on Monday 
evening last Mr. Mapleson was tendered about 
$700, which was the proportion of the assessment 
levied on the stockholders due for that night. 
This was refused by Mr. Mapleson. The Direct- 
ors have done all that they agreed to do, and 
they are not to be driven into doing more by 
any threats that Mr. Mapleson may make, not 
even the threat of withdrawing Patti.” 

Mr. Augustus L. Brown, tae President of tha 
Board of Directors, said: ‘The mistake Col. 
Mapleson makes is that he seems to think he 
owns the Academy. Hecan withdraw Patti or 
not, as he likes. That isan affair between Patti 
and himself, not between him and the Directors.” 
** Will the Directors give the $16,000 demanded 
by Col. Mapleson if he carries out his threat of 
withdrawing Patti?” 

“ They never agreed to give him $16,000. They 
carried into effect a resolution adopted by the 
stockholders to assess themselves so much a seat 
for each performance in which Mme. Patti or 
Nilsson appeared, and regulating the manner in 
which that assessment is to be paid over to Col. 
Mapleson. The stockholders never would have 
agreed to assess themselves under any other 
terms.” 

** But will the Directors hand over the $16,000 
rather than have Mme. Patti retire 7” 

** You have no right to ask that question. I 
cannot say what the Directors will do. You 
might just as wellask me what I am going to 
have for breakfast to-morrow morning.” 

The reporter suggested that he had the richt 
to ask that or any other question, although Mr. 
Brown had the right to answer or dectine as he 
saw fit. Then he asked Mr. Brownif it wastrue 
that Col. Mapleson had written a letter tothe 
Directors declining to receive the proceeds of 
the assessment in weekly or semi-weekly install. 
ments, and declaring that, if he could not have 
the whole in a lump the checks would be re- 
turned to the stockholders. 

“Yes,” replied Mr..Brown, “‘he has written 
such a letter.” 

** What do you propose to do about it ?” 

**T can’t say.” 

“If Col. Mapleson does not withdraw Patti, 
will you continue to tender to him the propor- 
tion of the assessment due for each nicht of 
Patti’s appearance ?” — 

** I can’t answer that question g@ither.” 

Thisconversation occurred on one of the staire 
ways in the vestibule of the Academy during 
one of the intermissions of the performance of 
“Il Trovatore” last evening. While it was in 
progress Col. Mapleson passed _by going down 
stairs. The Colonel and the President looked 
each other full in the face for a second or two 
without any sign of recognition.’ Finally the 
Colonel said: ‘*Good evening, Mr. Brown.” 
““Good evening,” returned Mr. Brown, some- 
what stiffly, and the Colonel passed on without 
the interchange of any more words. 

It is said that one of the stockhoiders asked Mr. 
Brown last evening if Col. Mapleson had really 
notified him in writing that he could return to 
the stockholders their checks giver in payment 
of the assessment.

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THE SUPERVISORS GO THROUGH 
THREE ASSEMBLY DISTRICTS. 
MANY RETURNS SENT RACK FOR CORREC- 
TION—-SOME FEW VOTES GAINED FOR 

CLEVELAND. 

, Sergt. Cass, of the Twenity-sixth Pre- 
vinct, led half a dozen big policemen into the 
Aldermanic chamber a few minutes before 10 
o’clock yesterday morning and stood them up 
ground the room. Those who were stationed at 

e the gate haa to resist the entreaties of scores of 
men who wanted to get inside and personally 
help in canvassing the vote of the city and 
county of New-York. A good many men, who 
seemed to have no particular business, got in- 
side through the influence of those who had, 
and proceeded to get in the way of everybody 
with the most charming impartiality. The 
room soon became crowded, and remained 
so as long as daylight lasted, except 
for a few minutes during a _ recess. 

The Supervisors gave up their seats to the law- 
yers and reporters and gathered around the 
dais upon which sat Chairman Waite. Deputy 
County Clerk Beattie and his clerk, the Super- 
visor canvassing the district under considera- 
tion, and Supervisor Sayles, who kept an eye on 
the County Clerk’s figures, Col. George Bliss, 
Robert Sewell, Clarence A. Seward, and the 
other lawyers for the Republican National and 
State Committees congregated under the full- 
length portrait of Henry Clay at the left of the 
chair, while Aaron J. Vanderpoel, Francis M. 
Scott, Gen. Barlow, Franklin Bartlett, Nelson 
J. Waterbury, father and son, and Charles P. 
Miller, representing the Democratic commit- 
tees and the independents and business men, 
ranged themselves in seats on the opposite side 
of the chamber. 

Tbe hands upon the big gilded clock at the 
east end of the chamber registered 10:22 when 
Chairman Waite called the board to order. After 
roll call, the clerk read the law relative to the 
canvassing of the vote. Then Supervisor Michael 
Duffy, of Harlem, raised his voice and protested 
against the vote for Adolph Sanger, candidate 
for President of the Board of Aldermen on the 


County Democracy ticket, being counted, on 
the ground that Mr. Sanger wasa candidate for 
Elector on the Democratic ticket. The protest 
was referred to the Committee on Protests when 
named. Supervisor Reiliy then read the follow- 
ing: . 

“On behalf of myself and of my associates in 
this board, members of the County Democracy, 
I insist that it isthe plain duty of this board, un- 
der the statute in that case made and provided, 
to proceed at once to estimate the vote | of all 
candidates for Mayor from the canvassers’ state- 
ments of the First Election District of the First 
Assembly District, and from the like statements 
of the canvassersof each and every other elec- 
tion district in this city as they shall severaily 
pe reached. It is prescribed by statute, and has 
been held by the courts of this State, that noth- 
ing is committed to the judgment or discretion 
of the Board of County Canvassers, that its duty 
is arithmetical merely, and that it is simply to 
cast up the votes appearing upon the returns of 
the Inspectors which are laid before it. Any 
wilful neglect of this board in complying with 
the express terms of the statute is made a felony, 
and is punishable with imprisonment in a State 
prison for not less than one or more than five 

ears. é

The canvass of the First Assembly District be- 
gan at the request of Supervisor Cleary, Super- 
visor O’Neil canvassing the vote, reading from 
the returns to the Supervisors. The canvass of 
the First Election District of the First Assembly 
District occupied 24 minutes. The first three 
districts were canvassed without delay, but 
when the Fourth was reached it was found that 
only half of the Democratic Electors were re- 
corded as having received any votesatall. The 
return was, therefore, sent to the Committee on 
Corrections. 

While the Fifth Election District was being can- 
vassed Nelson J. Waterbury, Sr., walked up and 
looked over the canvassers’ shoulGers, and was 
promptly directed by Chairman Waite to remain 
with the other counsel. Col. George Bliss was 
similarly reprimanded by “Paddy” Burns, the 
Sergeant-at-Arms, but John E. Brodsky was per- 
mitted to sit by the Chairman's side. be 
County Clerk’s return. from the Fifth Election 
District was not filled in below the Electors, and 
the Supervisors’ return was canvassed as the 
correct one, the Inspectors being directed to fill 
out the blanks. 

At noon the board had just begun work on the 
Seventh Election District. The return from 
the Eighth followed that of the Fifth to the Cor- 
rections Committee for correction of the ju- 
diciary returns, which were found to include 
the District Attorney. Gen. Barlow and Mr. 
Vanderpoel went away, and the learned counsel 
on both sides read their newspapers anc yawned. 
The return to the Supervisors from the Tenth 
District was found to be defective by reason of 
the fact that ditto marks instead of figures 
had been used opposite each Republic- 
an Elector’s name after Birdseye Blake- 
man. At 1 o'clock the Fourteenth District 
had been reached. Senator “Al” Daggett 
strolled into the room, and an artist, who was 
sketching the scene, included the Brooklyn 
statesman. Supervisor Sayles got nervous when 
he saw Charles P. Miller walking around the 
room, and asked Chairman Waite to direct the 
lawyer to keep away from the canvassers. Mr. 
Miller received the direction with the remark, 
**] haven't been near thecanvassers.” A return 
taken out of the envelope from the Eighteenth 
Election District bore no marks which would 
show what district it came from, and was accord- 
ingly sent to the Corrections Committee. The In- 
spectors in the Twenty-second District were not 
good accountants, and their totals made more 
votes than were cast. The return was accord- 
ingly sent back. 

‘hen the Twenty-fourth Election District was 
reached, Col. Bliss became unusually active, and 
performed the difficult feat of being in two or 
three places at once. It wasin this district that 
the Inspectors were arrested and lodged in the 
Tombs for not filing any return. hey were 
subsequently released when the return was 
found to have been sent to the wrong place. 
Col. Bliss and his associates had hoped to make a 
Aight on this district, and when Superviso: O’Con- 
nor discovered that the return to the County 
Clerk was not signed, he moved that the return 
be sent to the Corrections Committee. Supervisors 
Kirk and Jaehne called attention to the fact 
that the return to the Supervisors was correct, 
and the board decided to make the canvass on 
that. Col. Bliss walked around and frightened 
the Supervisors by declaring that while he didn’t 
want to go into court, he certainly should if the 
action was insisted upon.

said County Clerk Keenan asthe former leaned 
over his shoulder and poked his finger at the re- 
turns. A motion was made to send the returns 
to the committee and was defeated by the fol- 
lowing vote:

The County Clerk’s return was then canvassed, 
giving Mr. Cleveland 20 more votes than the Re- 
publicans have heretofore conceded to him. 
Supervisor Kirk asked Chairman Waite to in- 

truct the counsel that they must not handle the 
returns. Chairman Waite nodded, and the can- 
vass proceeded. In the Twenty-third Election 
District a defective ballot was discovered for the 
Cieveland Electors, and the return was sent to 
the committee. The canvass of tbe district was 
finished at 5:35, the result being a gain of 24 votes 
tor Cleveland over the police returns. Twenty 
of these came from the Seventeenth District, 
three from another, and one from a third. 

The canvass of the Third Assembly District by 
Supervisor O’Neil was at once begun. two 
or three instances the returns showed that Mr. 
Oswald Ottendorfer, who is one of the Demo- 
pratic Electors. had been scratched by two or 





three persons in each district. In the Twenty- 
fourth Election District one vote was cast for 
“Rum, Romanism, and Rebellion” for Presi- 
dent. This vote, upon motion of Supervisor 
O'Neil, was placed to the credit of the Repubiic- 
an candidate. In all there was a gain of five for 


all the members of the Cleveland Electoral ticket 
except Mr. Ottendorfer.

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GIVING IT UP ONE BY ONE. 


WHY DON’T THE BLAINE MEN HAUL DOWN 
THEIR FLAGS AND ADMIT DEFEAT? 

Mr. James D. Warren, Chairman of the 
Republican State Committee, has returned to 
his wigwam in Buffalo satisfied that nothing 
short of a miracle can give this State to Blaine, 
and he frankly admits that this is a bad year for 
miracles. Assistant Secretary Charles 8. Chick- 
ering has also retirea in good order to the fast- 
nesses of Lewis County. <A. S. Draper, Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee, and Secretary 
John W. Vrooman do not share Mr. Warren’s 
belief about miracles, and they are waiting very 
patiently for the skies to open. 

The committee has abandoned the Gilsey an- 
nex, and Messrs. Draper and Vrooman are now 
confined to one little room, 7 by 11 feet, under 
the Gilsey House roof. The room has no beds, 
and as its occupants will deubtless be required 
to pay for its rent themselves, it is only a ques- 
tion of a few days when they too will aban- 
don the metropolis and return to their rural 
homes. Among their visitors yesterday was As- 
semblyman George Z. Erwin, of St. wrence 
County. Mr. Erwin has just been re-elected, 
andas he is a candidate for the Speakership of 
the next Assembly, it is believed ed Messrs. 
Draper and Vrooman that his visit to this city at 
this time is not remotely connected with a pur- 
pose to enlist those Republican Assemblymen 
who live at this end of the State. 

Chairman Jones, of the Blaine National Com- 
mittee, isa very serious gentieman of late. He 
too has abandoned ail hope, though he will not 
admit that fact for publication. The commit- 
tee’s new quarters in the Victoria Hotel annex 
have just been furnished with We-tern Union 
wires by Jay Gould’s orders, and operat- 
ors are kept busy at some sort of 
work which evidently requires a vast 
deal of telegraphing. The failure of 
William M. Evarts to appear at the official can- 
vass of the vote of this city yesterday suggested 
that he too had given it up and had withdrawn 
from turther participation in politics. Mr. 
Evarts would not say last night that he had 
given it up. His relations with the National 
Committee, he declared, were the same that they 
had been all along, and the reason of his ab- 
sence was the necessity of his attendinga church 
dedication. 

The nightly conference of the lawyers who 
have been retained by the National and State 
Democratic Committees was held last night at 
the Hoffman House, and the plan of operations 
to be pursued to-day was agreed upon. Mr. 
Conkling was in consultation with them up to a 
lste hour. Chairman William E. Smith says 
that the official canvass of St. Law- 
rence County will show a_ gain of 50 
votes for Cleveland. The canvass of the 22 
wards of Brooklyn shows a gain of 36 votes for 
Cleveland over the committee’s ficures. In 
Chenango County there is entire agreement as 
to the figures, but there is delay for the correc- 
tion of clerical errors. In Coluinbia the canvass 
goes over one day for a similar reason. From 
advises received from those counties that 
remain uncanvassed, the Republicans concede 
that there will be no material change in the 
totals already reported to the committee. Those 
gains which Blaine was to receive in the rural 
counties have not been discovered, and naturally 
Republicans are asking, ‘* Why don’t the Blaine 
people haul down their flags and like men admit 
they are defeated ?” 
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OLD FIREMEN HAPPY. 


REUNION OF MANY OLD VOLUNTEERS LAST 
EVENING. 

It isalmost a score of years since the 
volunteer firemen were mustered out of service 
in this city, but, judging from the laree number 
of fire laddies that attended the reunion held in 
the rooms of the New-¥ ork Volunteer Firemen’s 
Association last evening, an observer would be 
led to disbelieve the statement as regards the 
time. The hall was crowded with men, with 
their wives and daughters, and the former took 
delight in exhibiting their badges, the evidence 
of an honorable discharge. The hall was gayly 
decorated. Every inch was occupied with relics 
of large fires and pieces of old favor- 
ite engines. Fire hats of men who lost 
their lives in the performance of their duty 
were given prominent positions and the names 
of the dead heroes were perused by nearly every 
visitor. Banners, presented by different com- 
panies, hung from the ceiling and trumpets of 
popular foremen, reels of hose, carriages, pipes, 
and jackets, and various other things used by 
the firemen of bygone days wereto be seen. 

John Decker, the last Chief Engineer of the 
old department, stood at the entrance and rec- 
ognized a large number of familiar faces as they 
appeared. The boys who used to run with the 
**machine” shook each, others’ hands and 
spent several hours in relating pleasant in- 
cidents of 20 years ago. Their eyes fairly 
glistened as they told tales of big fires 
and it is hardly necessary to state each made it 
a point to see that his engine received due 
credit for work performed. During the evenin 
the assemblage was treated to several musica 
solos by Miss Haley, and the Misses Seward and 
Doughty played the piano. A collation was 
served to the guests, and it was not until a late 
hour that the heroes of fires of long ago fin- 
ished their tales.

A YOUNG MAN’S BENEVOLENCE GETS HIM 
INTO LOTS OF TROUBLE, 

The ‘metropolitan street car is tho scene 
of many a tragedy, comedy, and melodrama, 
and it was only yesterday that the bénevolent 
young man was victimized. He was upon a bob- 
tail Avenue D car, bound north by east upon 
East Broadway, and he occupied the seat under 
the fare box. The incidents of the trip were 
commonplace, consisting in a constant reitera- 
tion of smali boys shouting, ** Hi! bhi!” upon the 
back platform, and the driver stopping the car 
and looking around the side to yell, *‘ Ah, ye 
little seamps, jist wait till I git a hold av yees,” 
which, by the way, they did not do, until Jeffer- 
son-street was reached. 

At this corner the car stopped and the benevo- 
lent young man observed an aged and paralytic 
patriarch feebly approaching. The patriarch 
was only ablejto move his feet an inch or two at 


a time, and he tottered at every pcp. He wore 
along and venerable white beard, his clothing 
was very much the worse for wear, he leaned 
heavily upon his stick, and his aged eyes looked 
vacant and misty as if his sight were nearly 
gone. The benevolent young man rushed out 
into the street and assisted the shaky footstens 
of the patriarch to the car and tenderly helped 
him up the step, and supported him as he sank 
wearily and heavily into the seat nearest the 
door. The car started, and the patriarch, after 
a great deal of fumbling with his trem- 
bling fingers in the ragged region of his 
waistcoat, produced a coin wrapped up 
in a long slip of brown paper, which 
he held out with the single word, ‘‘fare.” All 
the sympathetic passengers stretched out their 
hands to deposit it for the wrecked and tottering 
ancient, but the benevolent young man got it 
and unwound the paper. It contained a silver 
three-cent piece only. **Ah,*’ thought the benevo- 
lent young man, (not everybody thinks exclama- 
tions, but the benevolent young man did,) ‘“* the 
poor old fellow thought he had a five-cent piece 
in this paper. I will puta nickel in the box and 
say nothing of my philanthropy.” It is prob- 
able that the benevolent young man would not 
even have allowed his left hand to know what 
his right hand was doing if he had not been 
obliged to get the money from his pocket with 
the one and deposit it with the other; but, as it 
was, he took both into his confidence, deposited 
the fare, and turned to look out of the window 
with a consciousness of rectitude and an approv- 
ing conscience. 

He had not looked long, however, when the 
man sitting next to him roughly nudged him.

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THE MISSIONARY CONFERENCE.

McGardiner, head master of St. Paul School, 
Tokio, who will speak on the ** Mission Work in 
Japan; by the Rev. M. Kirby, of Potsdam, N. 
Y., late of Utah. who will speak on ‘* Missions in 
the West,” and by the Rev. Dr. Thomas M. 
Peters, of New-York. whose subject is ‘* The 
Church’s Mission in China and Japan.” On Fri- 
day there will be a centennial service in Christ 
Church commemorative of the consecration of 
Bishop Seabury, in Aberdeen, Nov. 14, 1784, at 
which the Bishop of Connecticut and the re- 
turning delegates from Scotland will be wel-

MANY THOUSANDS ON A PAD 


GREAT DANGER THAT THEY WILL 
REMAIN THERE, 

THE CONTRIBUTIONS AT THE FAMOUS DEL- 
MONICO DINNER—THE BLAINE MAN- 
AGERS IN A QUANDARY. 

When the hat was passed around for Mr. 
Blaine at Delmonico’s on the night of the fa- 
mous Field-Goulda-Sage banquet a comparative- 
ly small amount of cash was dropped into it. 
The bulk of the collection taken up on that 
memorable occasion was in “IO Us,” and it is 
on account of those promises to pay that life is 
now exceedingly bitter for certain gentlemen. 
Alarge number of rich men had been carefully 
selected by Mr. Field in making up his list of 
persons to be invited to the banquet,and the 
needy managers of the Blaine campaign looked 
forward to tender and juicy pickings. Most of 
these rich men promptly sent their $20 each to 
“Uncle Cyrus’ to pay for the supper tickets, 
and then, with the discretion characteristic of 
their class, they left their pocketbooks at home. 
Some of the gentlemen had met “the Man from 
Maine” before and evidently feared the effect of 
his magnetic influence. 

After the wine had fiowed merrily for a while 
a mild enthusiasm suffused the two hundred and 
fifty or more membersfof the exclusive circie, 
and when Mr. Blaine had finished his touching 
remarks about the evidences of financial growth 
apparent in this great city the enthusiasm of his 
listeners, it is alleged, merged into a spirit of 
princely liberality—on paper. According to 
statements made by an inquisitive person 
who claims to have found out just 
how the thing was done, a pad—a 
vulgar memorandum pad—was passed around, 
and the cashless ———s princes jotted down the 
amounts they were willing to contribute toward 
the Blaine campaign fund. The amounts thus 
jotted down footed up about $287,000. Several of 
the subscriptions, it is said, were made on condi- 
tion that Mr. Blaine, as President, should do 
certain things. There were a few gentle- 
men present who had made up _ their 
minds beforehand what they would give 
for the cause, and had brought their 
gifts with them in the form of checks. Mr. 
Gould, it is related, handed in his check for 
$5,000, besides putting his name down fora con- 
ditional subscription. The Hon. Russell Sage 
was coaxed into making a contribution of $1,000 
and W. E. Connor gave his check fora like sum. 
The actual cash donations on the night of the 
banquet aggregated about $15,000, but the sub- 
scriptions on the memorandum pad were regard- 
ed as equally as good as cash. 

If common report be true the managers of the 
Blaine campaign have been put to no enaof 
trouble because of their faith in the promises so 
enthusiastically made around the convivial 
board at Delmonico’s. On the day after the 
banquet their first concern was to get Mr. Sage’s 
check cashed. Shrewd Steve Elkins did not give 
Mr. Sage time to stop payment on the check, 
even had the frugal broker any such inten- 
tion. With $15,000 cash in hand, and the 
promises of some of the richest men in New- 
York for nearly $300,000 more, the little coterie 
of Blaine managers felt bold and aggressive. 
They immediately determined to gct up the big- 
gest torchlight procession of the campaign, let 
the expenses be what they would. It is related 
that they bought paraphernalia by the ton, ex- 
acting credit for most of their purchases. They 
bought complete outfits enough to equip 
several regiments of campaigners, spending 
thousands of dollars for plumed _ helmets, 
glittering armors, tin battle axes, bear-skin 
hats, banners, torches, transparencies, &c. All 
of the preparations for the torch-light proces- 
sion were made on a lavish scale, and, as many 
thousands of New-Yorkers will remember, the 

ageant was a long, varied, and attractive one. 

Mr. Blaine reviewed. it from a flag-enveloped 

box on Madison-square, and the following day, 

it is alleged, he was asked by his managers to 
prod some of the rich subscribers into paying 
what they had agreed to. 

Demands for money came in from various 
sections of this State and from New-Jersey and 
Connecticut, but Mr. Elkins could not respond 
to them, it is sail, because of the dilatory con- 
duct of the rich subscribers. Payments from 
them came in slowly, and yesterday a 
stanch Blaine Republican was heard to say 
that the National Committee were actually 
cramped for means to settle the obligations that 
they had incurred on the strength of tne Del- 
monico memorandum pad.

ions. 

The gloom that pervades the Republican Na- 
tional Committee just now is intensified by this 
element of financial distress. ‘* Poor Steve” 
Elkins, as his friends call him, is believed to 
have staked all of his ready meanson Blaine’s 
success. Hetkerefore has no money with which 
to succor the impecunious committee, unless 
during the three or four days that the Tribune 
was stupidly “claiming” the election of 
Blaine and Logan he managed to recoup his 
losses by hedging. Chairman B. F. Jones 
isa man of property, and some of the creditors 
of the committee threaten to hold him personal- 
ly responsible for their accounts. There was an 
exciting rumor afloat yesteriay that Mr. Jones 
had indignantly refused to be bled any more, 
and had threatened to make the names of the 
delinquent subscribers piablic unless they came 
forward with their money. Some of Mr. B. F. 
Jones's friends have a suspicion that§he does not 
care to run any more Blaine campaigns. 

J. Rhinelander Dillon, a popular and outspoken 
Republican member of the Stock Exchange, is 
Treasurer,of the Twenty-first Assembly District 
Blaine and Logan organization. Heis alleged 
to have offered for sale on the floor of the Ex- 
change about $2,500 worth of bearskin caps, 
paper helmets, tin battle axes, capes and leggins 
of assorted colors, torches, and kerosene oil. 
Mr. Dillon is willing to dispose of his stock 
cheap, with a liberal discount off for cash. 





MURDERED ON ELECTION DAY? 

GosHEN, N. Y., Nov. 12.—Isaac Hoyt, a 
son of ex-Assemblyman and ex-Sheriff James W. 
Hoyt, of this county, and well known to horse- 
men throughout the country as a popular and 
successful trainer of trotting horses, was mur- 
dered on election day in Kenton, Hardin County, 
Ohio. The particulars of the affair, as brought 
back by his father, who went to Ohio to look 


after the murdered man’s remains and affairs, 
are as follows: 

Young Hoyt had been training horses for a 
— near Kenton, and was returning 

ome after delivering a horse to its owner and 
stopped ata hotel on his way. Among others 
assembled there was a young man by the name 
of Fisher. He was talking very loudly, and 
offering to bet $100 that Cleveland would be 
elected. Hoyt, who was a Republican and a 
quiet, good-natured man, said he would take the 
bet. Fisher turned to him and said: 

“* Oh, you haven’t got $100.” 

Hoyt placed his hand in his pocket to get his 
money, it is supposed, when to the surprise of 
all present Fisher drew a revolver and shot Hoyt 
in the breast. Hoyt fell to the floor exclaiming, 
“T amshot! Oh! my poor wife and children |” 

Before any one could interfere Fisher fired 
again. He wasthen seized and disarmed. The 
first shot penetrated Hoyt’s lungs. The second 
entered his abdomen. Hoyt died before he 
could be raised from the floor. Fisher is but 18 
years old. His fatheris the editor of a Demo- 
cratic paperin Kenton. Hoyt was 38, and leaves 
a widow and two children. 


THE WEST SHORE RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 

NEwborG, N. Y., Nov. 12.—The particu- 
lars of the accident yesterday on the West Shore 
Railroad at Cromwell show that a trainman had 
been sent back with a danger signal, but not far 
enough. The rails were slippery and the freight 
train could not be stopped in time to avoid the 
accident.

STEPHEN BREWER MUSGRAVE. 

Stephen Brewer Musgrave, who died 
yesterday at his country home at New-Windsor, 
N. Y., was born at Northampton, Mass., in 1842, 
and remained at that place until he had attained 
the age of 22 years. At that time he was sum- 
moned to New-York by his brother, T. B. Mus- 
grave, the head of the great firm of Musgrave & 
Co. Stephen showed great aptitude in the busi- 
ness, and was mude a partner in the house 
shortly atter his arrival in New-York. The 
prosperity and good forture that attended 
the firm’s operations enabled him to retire 
from active business in 1870 with a handsome 
fortune. Since his retirement he added largely 
to his future by judicious investments, and at 
the time of his death he was a very wealthy 
man. For the past four or five years he had been 
gradually failing, and two years since he made a 
prolonged trip to Europe without finding relief. 
On his return he went to his country residence 
at New-Windsor, in which he took great pride. 
The farm attached was his pride, and was 
stocked with choice animals of noted breeds. 
His death was due to a hemorrhage brought 
on by excitement growing out of a fight 
in July last between two of his pet dogs 
which he vainly tried to separate. Since that oc- 
currence he gradually failed. He was a man of 
genial social qualities and was greatly interested 
in the Episcopal Church at New-Windsor, which 
was carried on largely through his active inter- 
est in its work. He married 1n 1868 Miss Mary 
Pardee, the daughter of Mr. Pardee, the head of 
the great dry goods house of Pardee, Bates & 
Co., now known as Bates, Reed & Cooley. His 
wife and a young daughter survive him. The 
funeral services will be held to-morrow at New- 
— where the interment will also take 
place.

Frederick Hinman Hamlin, the Deputy 
Commissioner of Public Works, who was in- 
jured by falling froma carriage while driving 
about three weeks ago, died yesterday from the 
effects of injuries then received.

A DRUM MAJOR DEAD. 


CAREER OF A DRUMMER BOY OF THE DUR- 
YEE ZOUAVES. 

Nathaniel M. Jenks, the Drum Major of 
the Seventy-first Regiment, died at his resi- 
dence, No. 401 West Nineteenth-street, on 
Monday evening, of Bright’s disease. He had 
been ill foronly six days. He was one of the 
most prominent veterans of Duryee’s Zouaves. 
Besides holding the position of Drum Major of 
the Seventy-first Regiment, he held the same 
rank in the First Regiment of Newark. 

During the past few years he has devoted his 
attention to teaching drum corps of boys. For 
hours at a time he would explain to the young- 
sters the mysteries of the fife and drum, and 


when he died he had the credit of having the 
best boy drum corps in thecountry. During 
the political campaign his boys paraded in all 
the demonstrations. The little fellows in the 
garb of zouaves attracted considerable atten- 
tion, and their skill won them much praise. 
Many of the dead Drum Major’s pupils and old 
companions in arms visited the residence of the 
dead man last evening, and as they gazed upon 
the features of their old friend tears were seen 
to gather in the eyes of some of the battle- 
scarred veterans. 

Mr. Jenks was born in this city July 24, 1843, 
and in 1861, when only 18 years of age, he enlisted 
in the Twelfth Regiment as a drummer boy. 
After serving three months he returned home. 
His patriotism, was however, too strong, andina 
short time he enlisted in the Duryee Zouaves for 
three years. He served in all the important en- 
gagements in which this famous regiment took 
part, among them Mechanicsville, Gaines Mill, 
Malvern Hill, Savage Station, Antietam, South 
Mountain, and the second battle of Bull Run. 
In this engagement, the Zouaves lost 357 mem in 
seven minutes. Here young Jenks, better known 
by his comrades as ** Saxy,”’ distinguished him- 
self at the peril of his life in administering to 
the wants of the wounded and dying. After 
serving in the Duryee command for two years 
he was transferred to the One Hundred and 
Twelfth New-York Volunteers, and finished the 
last year of his enlistment in that regiment. He 
returned to New-York again, but at the solicita- 
tion ot some friends enlisted tor the third time, 
joining the Seventy-first Regiment. The 
Drum Major met with an accident, and 
Young Jenks was promoted from _ the 
rank of a drummer to fill the position. 
At this time he was only 21 years of age, and he 
had the distinction of heing the youngest Drum 
Major in the Union Army. He served in this 
regiment until the end of the rebellion. Since 
that time he has held the position of Drum Major 
of the Seventy-first Regiment, in all covering a 
period of 20 years. He has organized more 
drum and fife corps than any single man in the 
country, and was considered the best teacher of 
martial music in the country. 

Orders have been issued to the drum and fife 
corps of the Seventy-first Regiment, of this city, 
and the First Regiment of Newark, and they 
will attend the funera! in a body. Mr. Jenks 
was a prominent Mason and a member of Enter- 
prise Lodge, No. 228, and Work Lodge, No. 210, 

.and A. M. The funeral services will be held 
in the Eighteenth-Street Methodist Episcopal 
Church this afternoon at 1:300’cilock. At a 
meeting of the veterans of the Duryee Zouaves, 
heid at No. 392 Bowery last evening, it was re- 
solved to pay the last respects to their dead com- 
rade and attend the funeral. A guard of 12 men 
dressed in the uniform worn during the war will 
march alongside the hearse.

The case of Special Officer George Blonk, 
‘of the Post Office squad, who is charged with 
having induced Henry Seeman, on last election 
day, to attempt to illegally vote under another 
man’s name, end of interfering with Spccial 
United States Deputy Marshal Patrick Brennan 
when the iatter arrested Seeman, came up for 
Pxamination yesterday morning in the United 
Btates Circuit Court before United States Com- 
missioner Little. All the parties concerned, ex- 


cept Seeman, who was committed to prison on 
the day before, were preseut,and Blonk was 
represented by Counselor Charles Hess, brother 
of Commissioner Hess. 

Patrick Brennan, the election day Marshal, 
was sworn and testified that Blonk, after having 
induced Seeman to cast his vote, attempted to 

revent his arrest, and when the witness took 
Seeman into custody followed them all the way 
to the Post Office, using threatening and violent 
language. While Brennan was testifying United 
States Commissioner John I. Davenport walked 
into the room. He looked about the room fora 
few moments and then, walking behind the rail- 
ing where Commissioner Little was sitting, said 
something to that gentieman, and then began a 
whispered conversation with him apparently 
about the case then being examined. Counselor 
Hess waited for a few moments and then, ad- 
dressing Commissioner Little, he said: : 

“Your Honor, I object to anything being said 
In this case, either for or against my client, 
which cannot be overheard by all present. 1 
want everything here to be perfectly square and 

bove board, and I object to the course Mr. 

avenport is now pursuing. If he wants to say 
anthing in relation to this matter, let him say it 
Bo that we all can hear what he has to say, and 
not whisper it to your Honor.” 

Davenport seemed to be somewhat surprised 
at what he evidently believed to be audacity on 
the part of the young lawyer, and, assuming his 
most dictatorial air, he said: : 

“T want the examination in this case waived, 
and the whole matter transferred to me.” 

* T would like to know, your Honor,” respond- 
pd Mr. Hess, *“* what Mr. Davenport has to do 
with the hearing of thiscase.

* You will pardon me, Mr. Davenport, resumed 
Mr. Hass, ** but it will not be.

Mr. Davenport, after the last 
remark, folded his wings and went away, 
whereupon the case was adjourned until 2 
p’clock in the afternoon.

In 
his absence, Counselor Hess, for Blonk, argued 
that,in his opinion, Brennan’s appointment as 
special Marshal on election day had been irregu- 
jar, and on that part of the charge, if Brennan 
was not a Marshal, Blonk had committed no 
pffense in interfering with him.

MR. THOMPSON GETS HIS MONEY. 
MEETING OF THE BOARD OF ESTIMATE AND 
APPORTIONMENT. 

The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
‘ment at yesterday’s meeting appropriated from 
the excise fund $38,165 14 to 15 charitable insti- 
tutions and $209 43 to the Home of the Friend- 
Jess for Girls to cover expenses for the month of 
September. Controller Grant moved that of the 
$26,000 left over from the appropriation to the 
Board of Public Works for lamps, gas, and elec- 
tric lights, $5,000 be applied to construction and 
repairs on public buildings and $21,000 for sup- 
plies and cleaning. The five-thousand-dollar 
transfer was sanctioned to pay for the removal 
of the Finance Department into the Stewart 
Building and for repairing the room formerly 
used by the Finance Department for the Su- 
preme Court. Mr. Asten objected to the other 
appropriation, and it was cut down to $18,000. 

, Then Commissioner Thompson’s application 
for an increase of his salary list by $4,750, on ac- 
‘count of pipes and stopcocks, was considered. 
Mr. Thompsor was present with a long report— 
as demanded at the last meeting by Mr. Asten— 
of the work required of his inspectors, which he 
paid made the extra appropriation imperative. 
Chief Engineer Birdsall was also on hand to help 
out his chief. Mr. Asten repeated the objections 
‘which he made to the allowance the other 
day. He reviewed the appropriations for 
two years past to support is position. 
In 1883 the Commissioner had asked 
for $300,000 for pipes and_ stopcocks, 
pf which the salary portion was to be $71,170. 
The sums asked for were cut to $220,000 for sup- 
plies and $50,000 for material, which were sufti- 
cient. Again, for 1884 the Commissioner asked 
for $300,000 for the same eg and the appro- 
priation was cut to $263,500, of which $68,500, 
the full sum asked on salary aceount, was al- 
owed, leaving for supplies $195,000. Mr. Asten 
could not see why there should be an 
additional demand, and Mr. Thompson’s re- 
port gave him no light on it. It seemed 
to him that, with a reduced appropriation for 
Bupplies, the cost of handling the same ought 
not to be increased. The provisional estimate 
tor 1885, he said, allowed $43,500 for salaries and 
$181,500 for supplies. It would be a wrong prec- 
edent, he thought. to allow the extra money 
now. Engineer Birdsall and Mr. Thompson 
‘pleaded that many pipes had burst this year, re- 
quiring a good deal of emergency labor. The 
latter then went over his figures, with which Mr. 
Asten disagreed. 

Mayor Edson said he regarded the proper care 
of the water pipes as of paramount importance 
to the health of the city, and on that account he 
should vote for the allowance. Mr. Asten alone 
opposed the appropriation when the vote was 
taken.

HOW FORSTER SHOWED HIS CULTURE. 

Inspector Gerraughty, of Boston, was at 
the Jefferson Market Police Court yesterday to 
claim Arthur L. Forster, 22 years old and 6 feet 
in height, who was arrested in this city at his re- 
quest by Detective Sergeant Charles O’Connor.

NOT SURE WHAT THEY OWNED. 
ACTING AS SURETIES ON PROPERTY BELONG- 
ING TO BROOKLYN. 


What appears to be a pretty bad case of 
straw bail has been brought to light by an ex- 
amination recently ordered by Judge Joseph F. 
Daly, in the Court of Common Pleas, into the 
qualifications of the sureties of Solomon Unger, 
Assignee of Unger & Hambo, jewelers, who made 
an assignment for the benefit of creditors in 
September last. Assignee Unger, who is a 
brother of the assignor of that name, qualified 
on Sept. 22 last, and furnished as his bondsmen 
Joseph Kennell and James O. Watkins, each of 


whom swore that he was worth at least double 
the amount of the bond, which was for $38, 

A motion was subsequently made in behalf of 
Mrs. Frederica Korbitz, one of the creditors, for 
the removal of the Assignee on various grounds, 
including: the insufficiency of the sureties on 
his bonds. On the first hearing of this motion, 
Judge Daly ordered an examination of the sure- 
ties. 

Joseph Kennell had stated in the bond that he 
resided at No. 645 Courtland-avenue, in this 
city, but the examination discovered that the 
place indicated is a vacant lot. As to seven lots 
of land situated on the south side of Montgom- 
ery-street, near Flatbush-avenue, in the city of 
Brooklyn, which Kennel! swore that he owned, 
John A. Anderson, who has for nearly 15 years 
been a clerk in the office of the Brooklyn Park 
Department, testified that the lots described are 
actually city property, included in the limits of 
Prospect Park, that they have been in use for 
park purposes for at least 20 years, and that no 
question has ever been raised as to the validity 
of the city’s title. In another part of 
his testimony Kennell swore that’ the 
property was situated on Montgomery- 
street, between Sands-street and _  Filat- 
bush-avenue, but Mr. Anderson, who has lived 
25 years in Brooklyn, testified that Sands-street, 
at its nearest point, is fully three miles distant 
from the locality indicated. Kennell described 
himself on the examination as a fresco painter, 
and said he occupied a furnished room on Third- 
avenue, in this city, for which he paid $1 50 per 
week; that his real estate had been acquired by 
money brought by him from California about 
15 years ago and kept in his trunk instead of 
being deposited ina bank. He was asked to go 
on the bond of the Assignee by the assignor, 
Isaac Unger, whom he metin alager beer sa- 
joon in Chambers-street, and whom he had known 
only to ask for a job which he never got. He 
had not known the Assignee before he went on 
his bond. He admitted, also, that he was worth 
only $9,000 instead of $16,000, as he had declared 
in the bond. 

James O. Watkins, the other surety, stated in 
the bond that he lived at No. 120 Park-place, 
Brooklyn, but the examination showed that he 
did not live there. He swore on the examina- 
tion that he was on only two other bonds, ag- 
gregating $15,000, but the counsel for the peti- 
tioner, Messrs. Peter Condon and G. A. Seixas, 
produced a letter from the Surrogate of Queens 
County declaring that within 12 months Watson. 
together with a man named Ecker, had qualified 
on bonds in that jurisdiction to the amount of 
$44,000. It wasalso shown that he was on an- 
other bond of uncertain amount, on which he is 
sued by the law firm of Lindsley & Flammer. 
It was shown further by the records of 
the County Clerk’s office, in this city, that there 
are unsatisfied judgments against Watkins 
amounting to several thousands of dollars. 
Watkins said that his business was that of a real 
estate broker, and that his office was at No. 62 
Liberty-street, but inquiry showed that he had 
neither sign nor desk room there, and that the 
claim was based solely on a privilege of calling 
there for letters. It was also brought out in the 
course of the examination that as late as May 27 
last judgment was obtained against him on a 
worthless check drawn by the man Ecker above 
referred to and indorsed by himself. ‘Ihe execu- 
tion on this judgment was returned unsatisfied. 
The real property on which Watkins claimed 
to justify as surety for Assignee Unger 
consisted, he said, of a farm at Minerva, 
N. Y.. and acquired by him from Ecker in 
exchange for some mining stock. Watkins was 
unable to tell how many shares of stock he had 
given for the farm or by what company they 
were issued, although the exchange was alleged 
to have been made as late as os ay last. When 
questioned specifically as to what property he 
really owned he declined to answer. This was at 
a hearing on the 7th inst., and Watkins’s exam- 
ination was adjourned to the nextday. Four 
sittings have since been successively appointed, 
but Watkins has failed to appear. Further hear- 
ing of the case will be had to-day.

A FIREMAN IN THE RIGHT PLACE. 

Capt. John Welsh, of Engine Company 
No. 8, yesterday reported to the fire Commis- 
sioners the occurrence of a fire in the property 
room under the stage at McKee Rankin’s Third- 
Avenue Theatre on Tuesday evening, which, 
but for the prompt action of Fireman John 
Ryan, of his command, would have resulted 
seriously. The stage and theatre are lighted by 
the Edison system, and the current is supplied 
by adynamo on the premises. The wires run 
beneath the stage, and the switch box is 
under the stage on the north side, in the 

roperty room. Access to the switch box is hud 

y a small trap in the floor of thestage. At 7:55 
on Tuesday evening, five minutes before the cur- 
tain was to rise, the gasman who has charge of 
the electric wires in the house opened the trap 
door to light the ** bunch” lights at the entrances 
to the stage. As he inserted the plug to make 
the necessary connection sparks of fire flew off 
the wires and ignited a lot of playbills and 
colored lithographs hanging upon the walls of 
the property room. Fireman Ryan, who was on 
duty at the theatre, was standing beside the gas- 
man. He ran down stairs to the property room, in 
which there was no one at the time, tore down 
the burning playbills and stamped out the 
flames. He made a wad of some of the haif 
burned paper, and extinguished the flames burn- 
ing on the face of the partition withit. It was 
all over in less than a minute, and no damage 
was done. No one but the gasman and the fire- 
man knew anything about the fire until it was 
allover. The fire was caused by a derangement 
in the switch box caused by a tack dropping 
into it from the stage. The switch box was yes- 
terday removed from its position under the 
stage to avoid a similar accident in future.

MONMOUTH’S BATTLE MONUMENT. 
——_—_—_~—>—_———_ 
THE CEREMONY OF UNVEILING TO TAKE 
PLACE TO-DAY. 

The municipal pride of Freehold, N. J., 
centres to-day upon the unveiling of the Mon- 
mouth Battle Monument, which has been in 
process of inception and construction for the 
last seven years, to commemorate the famous 
battle in which Molly Pitcher distinguished her- 
self. The ceremonies will be elaborate and im- 
posing, and to-day is a gala day long looked 
forward to and long to be remembered in that 


art of the State. The monument stands in 

onument Park, upon the very ground where 
the battle of Monmouth was begun. 

The first movement toward its erection was in 
response to a suggestion made by ex-Gov. Joel 
Parker, in an address deliveredin Freehold upon 
the ninety-ninth anniversary of the battle, June 
28, 1877. In Octuber of the same year the ** Mon- 
mouth Battle Monument Association” was or- 
ganized, Mr. Parker was made President and 
Major James 8. Yard, editor of the Monmouth 
Democrat, Secretary, and a committee of three 
gentlemen from each township in Monmouth 
County was appointed to secure the funds neces- 
sary ior the erection of the monument. The 
next year the heirs of Daniel 8. Schanck pre- 
sented the mqnument association with the plot 
of ground knOwn as Monument Park, upon 
which the monument has been erected, and in 
the two years following $10,000 was subscribed 
by the residents of Monmouth County. On June 
28, 1878, the one hundredth anniversary of the 
battle of Monmouth was celebrated by the lay- 
ing of thecornerstone of the monument with 
Masonic ceremonies by Gov. George B. McClel- 
lan, when the deed of the park was presented by 
Theodore W. Morris, representing the heirs of 
Daniel S. Schanck, and addresses were made by 
ex-Govs. Newell and Parker and the Hon. §.S. 
Cox. In 1881 the State of New-Jersey appropri- 
ated $10,000 for the erection of the monument, 
and a year later Congress directed an appropria- 
tionfrom the United States Treasury for its 
completion. The Committee of Design, Theo- 
dore W. Morris, the Hon. Edward J. Anderson, 
Gen. Lewis Perrine, Gen. William S. Stryker, 
and Mr. ‘** Hal” Allaire, selected a design exe- 
cuted by Architects Emelin T. Littell and Doug- 
las Smythe and Sculptor J. E. Kelly, and a con- 
tract was awarded to Maurice J. Power, of this 
city, for its erection for the sum of $386,000. 

The base of the monument is in the form of 
an equilateral triangle, with cannon at each 
angle. Threespurs of granite form the base of 
the shaft, surmounted at the point of contact. bv 
a large drum-shaped block, on which are five 
bronze bas-reliefs illustrating the five chief inci- 
dents of the battle—Ramsey defending his guns, 
Washington rallying the troops, Molly Pitcher, 
the heroine of the battle; the council of war at 
Hopewell, and Mad Anthony’s charge. The in- 
vitation cards thut have been sent out are pre- 

ared for souvenirs of the occasion. They are 
ine engravings, printed upon white cardboard 
646 by 8% inches in dimension, bearing repre- 
sentations of the five bas-reliefs of the statue, 
with Molly Pitcher in the centre, and the names 
of those connected with the monument enter- 
prise from its inception. 

The ceremonies of the unveiling to-day will be 
a brief address by Gov. Abbett in response to 
the presentation of the monument to the State 
by the President of the commission, Theodore 
W. Morris, of Freehold. Addresses are also to 
be delivered by ex-Gov. Parker and the Hon. 
John P. Stockton. A brigade of the National 
Guard of the State has been ordered to take 
part in the ceremonies, under command of 
Major-Gen. William J. Sewell. The Committee 
of Arrangements consists of Theodore W. Morris, 
President of the Commission, Chairman; the 
Hon. Leon Abbett, Governor of New-Jersey; 
Alfred B. Stoney, Speaker of the House of As- 
sembiy; T. G. Chattle, member of House of 
Assembly; E. J. Anderson, Controller of the 
Treasury; State Senator J. 8. Applegate; John 
B. Conover, Treasurer ot the commission, and 
Major James 8S. Yard, Secretary of the associa- 
tion. The park comprises 344 acres, situated on 
a knoll a short distance from the main thor- 
oughfare of Freehold. The donors are Mrs. 
Mary A. Schanck, Theodore W. Morris, Mrs. 
Alice C. Schanck, Andrew H. Schanck, Daniel 8. 
Schanck, and George E. Schanck, who are to be 
present at the unveiling. Business will te sus- 
pended almost entirely in Monmouth County 
during the ceremonies to-day, and the entire 
State will contribute to the attendance.
